MOBILE, Ala. (AP) — A youth kidnaped a taxi driver in 
order to be arrested and sent to the prison where the con­ 
fessed murderer of his mother is being held, police s3*” - 
Kenneth Lvnn Curry, 17, was arrested Wednesday and 
charged with kidnaping and robbery after allegedly 
kidnaping a 49-year-old taxi driver at knifepoint and 
allegedly taking $50 from him. 
Police said Curry told the taxi driver, Benny Dillard, 
that he wanted to go to prison to avenge the death of his 
mother, who was raped and murdered. 
Curry is the son of Venora Hyatt, one of three women 
whom Thomas Whisenhant of Irvington confessed to kill­ 
ing last year. 
. 
Whisenhant recently was sentenced to die in the 
electric chair for one of the murders. He had pleaded in­ 
nocent by reason of insanity. 
He is being held in the death row unit at Holman Prison 
near Atmore in south Alabama awaiting the outcome of 
appeals. 


Air Forc e pla ne s la ms into mounta in 
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ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) - 
An Air Force plane slammed into a 
mountainside on a high security 
Army base, killing all 20 persons 
aboard when it exploded on impact a 
half mile from a bunker containing 
fissionable material, authorities 
said. 
The four-engine plane crashed on 
Manzano Base, where nuclear 
weapons are stored, three minutes 
after its take off from Kirtland Air 
Force Base at 11:45 p.m. Wednes­ 
day. 
Kirtland base operations con­ 
firmed there were no survivors, said 
Walter Sprick of the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration. 
“ One big fireball and that was it.” 
a nearby resident said. 
Air Force crews using flares and 
helicopter spotlights recovered at 
least 15 bodies in a pre-dawn search 
Authorities said all those aboard 
were military personnel. 


A spokesman at the plane’s base 
said it was used frequently by high 
ranking military personnel and 
American and foreign dignitaries. 
Former Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger is among those who 
have used the plane, the spokesman 
said. 
The aircraft, which was scattered 
over 10 acres after impact, was used 
as a model for modifications to Air 
Force One, the president’s plane. 
An air traffic controller said he 
tried to warn the pilot the plane was 
in trouble. 
“ The first indication we had he 
was in trouble was when the radar 
showed he was too close to the moun­ 
tain and flying too low,” said the con­ 
troller. 
“ We hit him on the guard fre­ 
quency and told him to turn right and 
climb ... but he never did,” he said. 
The jet was a communications air 
craft based at Seymour Johnson Air 


Force Base in Goldsboro, N.C. An 
Air Force spokesman said it was on a 
training mission and was on its way 
to Nellis Air Force Base in Nevada. 
The EC135, described as a 
“ modified 707,” stopped in Al­ 
buquerque to refuel, the spokesman 
said. 
A spokesman for the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration said the pilot 
made what was probably a routine 
attempt to contact departure control 
just after take off. The tower 
responded, but the pilot didn’t return 
the communication. 
The plane crashed about 8.500 feet 
up the Manzano Mountain range, 
about five miles east of the Kirtland 
runway. 
Dr. Crosby Eaton, a resident of the 
Four Hills subdivision located near 
the crash site, said he was taking out 
his trash when he heard the plane fly­ 
ing very low toward his house. 
He said the plane sounded like it 


was flying on “ one or two of its four 
engines.” 
The aircraft flew over his house at 
about 300 feet, then turned into the 
mountain, he said. 
“ If he had turned north instead of 
south, he would have turned right 
into Four Hills,” he said. 
Kirtland Air Force Base and the 
Albuquerque International Airport 
share runway facilities at the out­ 
skirts of Albuquerque. 
Dolores Welch, a convenience 
store clerk, said she was waiting on a 
customer who was facing the moun­ 
tain when the plane hit. 
She said the man suddenly asked, 
“ did you see that” and she turned. 
“ It looked like the whole sky lit 
up,” she said “ It looked like the sun 
had come up.” 
She said area residents gathered in 
the store parking lot to watch the 
flames from the wreckage, which 
she said burned for 30 to 40 minutes

in this proceeding,” told the Senate 
today that while he may have made 
mistakes running his Georgia banks 
he engaged in no wrongdoing and no 
cover-up.

“ I am secure and comfortable 
knowing that my conscience is clear 
and that the people’s verdict will be 
a fair and just one.” the burly direc­ 
tor of President Carter’s Office of 
Management and Budget told the 
Senate Governmental Affairs Com­ 
mittee. 
Drawling slowly and solemnly, 
Lance told the two senior members 
of the committee to their faces they 
have been unfair in their public 
statements before this, his day in 
court. Speaking “ more in sorrow 
than in anger,” Lance told the sen­ 
ior Republican, Sen. Charles Percy, 
that his actions were “ puzzling ... 
regrettable.” 
Percy replied that he had 


questioned the dates on some of 
Lance's personal checks and 
whether they were timed to help him 
obtain a tax deduction 
“ It was wrong for me to even raise 
the possibility.” Percy conceded. 
Then, one by one, the President’s 
long-time personal friend replied to 
allegations made in past weeks that 
his personal and bank dealings, most 
of them before he joined the Carter 
government, were marked by 
irregularities and improprieties. 
When he finished reading his 1*4- 
hour statement, he got a half minute 
of hearty applause from spectators 
in the hearing room. 
Lance told the panel and a national 
television audience that his rights 
had “ been treated in the most 
irresponsible and destructive man­ 
ner” and allegations against him 
have been ‘‘erroneous ... mis­ 
represented ... and exaggerated. 
Moreover, he said, “ some are com­ 
pletely misunderstood because those 
making the charge do not have all 
the facts ... ” 
“ I did not ask for this fight, but 
now that I am in it, I am fighting not 
only for myself but also for our 


system.” Lance declared. “ I was a 
successful businessman in my home 
state, and I thought I had an impor­ 
tant contribution to make by coming 
into government service. 
The budget director has said again 
and again he will not quit. His 
demeanor and his words appeared to 
underscore that determination. 
But even as he spoke, House 
Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill told 
reporters that because of Lance s 
financial problems “ the image of the 
President is going down a little bit. 
Seated at a long table covered with 
green felt and emblazoned with a 
nameplate — “ Mr Lance 
— the 
budget director told the committee: 
•The rights that I thought I pos­ 
sessed have gone, one by one, down 
the drain ... 
“ Were my rights protected9 
he 
asked. “ We’ll let the American peo­ 
ple answer that." 
He declined to “ contend that I 
made no mistakes" when he ran the 
Calhoun First National Bank of 
Calhoun, Ga., of which he was board 
chairman, and the National Bank of 
Georgia, in Atlanta, which he served 
as president. 


20 to 32 millio n n eed care 
Shoc k ing me nta l hë a lth re port 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Between 
20 million and 32 million Americans 
need mental health care, a new 
report to the government says, but 
help is often unavailable because of 
inadequate community services, 
costs that are too high or the stigma 
of mental illness. 
“ The time has come for mental 
health care to become part of a 
broader effort to deal with human 
needs,” concludes the preliminary 
report of the President’s Commis­ 
sion on Mental Health, released to­ 
day. 


The report notes that 15 per cent of 
the population need some form of 
help, ranging from counseling to 
long-term care, not counting the six 
million who are mentally retarded. 
At any one time, the report adds, 
about 25 per cent of the country is un­ 
der enough emotional stress that a 
doctor might diagnose such people as 
suffering from depression or anx­ 
iety. 
About 15 per cent of the sc hod-age 
population needs help at a time, the 
commission found, while noting that 
people aged 65 and over have the 
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highest incidence of mental health 
problems. 
The report says minorities and the 
country’s rural population have 
special problems. Social and 
economic conditions make these peo­ 
ple vulnerable to psychological and 
emotional distress, the report said. 
The commission said individuals 
who need attention include those who 
“ suffer the effects of a variety of 
societal ills ... the alienation and 
fear, the depression and anger as­ 
sociated with unrelenting poverty 
and the institutionalized discrimina­ 
tion that occurs on the basis of race, 
sex class, age and mental and 
physical handicaps.” 
First Lady Rosalynn Carter is the 
honorary chairman of the 20- 
member commission which is mak­ 
ing 14 specific recommendations to 
President Carter. 
These proposals “ if implemented 
... offer the hope of immediate im­ 
provement in the avilability of ser­ 
vices to many of those we have iden­ 
tified,” wrote Dr. Thomas E. 
Bryant, commission chairman, in his 
letter to the President. 
The recommendations, according 
to a commission spokesman, would 
require no new legislation, virtually 
no additional funds and could be im­ 
plemented by executive action. 


But to accept the assertion that 1 
could not even manage a small 
country bank, one must ignore the 
objective facts," he told the commit­ 
tee. which recommended his confir­ 
mation as the nation's budgetmaker 
last January. 
Lance told the panel he had 
answered questions lrom its 
members and from its staff fully and 
accurately in January and had 
withheld nothing.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Interior 
Secretary Cecil D. Andrus is asking 
Congress to preserve nore than 90 
million acres of Alaska wilderness, a 
move expected to spark an 
environmental battle of epic propor­ 
tions 
At issue is the future course of the 
nation s last frontier, thousands of 
square miles of wilderness lands 
whose development will be deter­ 
mined bv Congress 
The battle pits preservationists 
against developers. 
Andrus seeks to protect an area 
almost the size of California for 
national parks, wildlife refuges, wild 
and scenic rivers and national 
forests. Estimates of the amount of 
land Andrus will ask Congress to 
preserve range from 91.6 million 
acres to 92 8 million acres. 
Environmentalists want even 
more land to be protected from 
developm ent. In b ills before 
Congress, they are asking that near­ 
ly 120 million acres be preserved. 
Developers argue that the amount 
of land to be preserved is far too ex­ 
tensive and would block future 
development of oil and gas reserves, 
minerals and timber. 
The U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
filed suit Wednesday to block Andrus 
from testifying today before a House 
subcommittee, arguing unsuccess­ 
fully in U.S. District Court that the 
secretary is required by law to file 
an environmental impact statement 
before testifying. 
According to Fred Krebs, a 
chamber attorney, the suit was 
prompted by “ a fairly good cross 
section” of the mining, timber, oil 
and gas interests within the 
chamber.

The versatility of the Tomahawk cruise m issile, 
(General Dynamic’s entry in the m issile production race 
with Boeing, was illustrated to members of the Pomona 
Kiwanis Club Wednesday. 
Dennis Zeugschmidt of General Dynamics’ Convair 
Division in San Diego explained that his firm has com­ 
pleted the validation stage of the Tomahawk and is in the 
development stage, one step from production. 


A federal contract has not been awarded yet on produc­ 
tion of a cruise m issile, but General Dynamics officials 
are optimistic. 
If General Dynamics were to receive the federal con­ 
tra ct, the Tomahawk would be manufactured by Convair. 
Zeugschmidt explained that the Tomahawk, a modular 
m issile, is 18 feet long and 21 inches in diameter. 


He said that it can be launched externally or internally 
from a B-52 bomber, from a truck on the ground, from a 
surface vessel or a submarine. 
He explained that the same test m issile, equipped with 
a parachute, has been recovered as many as five times, 
and evaluated after each flight. 


Recovery after testing means a 90 percent savings in 
refurbishing, he explained 
He illustrated how the various modules of the m issile, 
the guidance system, payloads, airfram e, and propulsion 
system may be varied depending on the target and the 
ja unc h 1 )3^0 
He explained how the m issile is delivered to its base in 
a steel or aluminum casing which is discarded after 
launch

Zeugschmidt said that Tomahawk has a speed of 550 
miles per hour at less than 300 feet altitude 
Equipped with an on-board computer and a modified 
Harpoon guidance system , Tomahawk in Right matches 
land elevations with data programmed before flight. 
He noted that since it is the sam e size as a Navy 
torpedo, it can be launched from a submarine. 
Zeugschmidt said that the Tomahawk will go “ several 
thousand m iles.” 
He said that the Soviets a re concerned about its 
capability, although they already have cruise missiles. 
“ Tomahawk is on the catchy edge of our national 
defense picture.” he said.

day. 
Mrs. Wolfson said nobody objected for more than a year 
after she brought Adam home from the hospital in 
September 1975. 
‘ We’ve never had any complaints about Adam,” Mrs 
Wolfson said. “ In fa ct, all of our neighbors have signed 
affidavits saying they like him and want him to stay in the 
building, and they’re appearing in court on our behalf ’ 
In November 1976, a fter the Wolfsons had signed a lease 
renewal, they got a letter from their landlord, Marina 
Point Ltd., telling them they would have to leave because 
of the baby. They chose to fight eviction 
“ We love it hère. It’s a terrific buy,” Wolfson said. 
“ T h ere’s a great view of the m arina from both 
bedrooms.” 
Several other children already live in the apartment 
complex. They lived there before the ban was imposed. 
“ The children from adjacent buildings who come over 
to play in front of this one are a lot noisier than Adam's 
ever been,” said a neighbor. Robert Smith. 
I/irne Despres, a director of the Fa ir Housing for 
Children Coalition, said the refusal of landlords to rent to 
fam ilies with children raises discrimination questions as 
profound as those of the early civil rights struggles. 
“ Landlords make unfair generalizations about children, 
using pretty much the sam e arguments given by all 
bigots." she said. “ They say they won't rent to persons 
with children because children are noisy and destructive. 
Well, all children a ren’t noisy, and all adults a ren’t quiet, 
and it's unfair to discrim inate against them as a class

M E X IC O C IT Y (A P ) - The 
government put 10,000 police and 
troops on full alert today to hunt for 
a new left-wing terrorist group that 
claimed responsibility for the worst 
rash of bomb explosions in Mexico in 
decades 
Police said 23 blasts injured five 
persons and did an estimated $20 
m illion damage in M exico City, 
Guadalajara and Oaxaca between 
midnight and 3 a.m. Wednesday. The 


police said 17 more homemade time 
bombs were found and disarmed. 
Police squads, detective units and 
special 
anti-guerrilla 
m ilita ry 
squadrons were making surprise 
searches and manning roadblocks at 
numerous points in the country. One 
unofficial report said 13 suspects had 
been arrested and taken to a m ilitary 
compound outside Mexico City. 
Leaflets signed by the Union of the 
People, an organization not heard of 


previously, said it was responsible 
for the bombs. It called other left- 
wing terrorist groups “ chicken“ and 
vowed to bring “ Lenin’s revolution“ 
to Mexico to stop “ unemployment, 
hunger and exploitation imposed on 
the people by the dominant class. ’ 
Lawyer Jose Rojo Colorado, who 
defends accused leftist terrorists, 
told reporters in Oaxaca that the 
Union was founded in that city and 
had its headquarters there. He said 


the bombings were in retaliation for 
recent arrests of members of the 
Union and other leftist groups. 
Mexico C ity’s police chief, Arturo 
Durazo. was quoted as saying the 
“ principal leaders of the organiza­ 
tion have been identified. 
Security forces also were hunting 
for armed gangs who kidnaped two 
doctors and three youths and killed 
the wife of one of the doctors in 
separate attacks Tuesday in small 


towns near Mexico City. But police 
blamed the kidnapings on the 23rd of 
Septem ber Com m unist League, 
heretofore the most active urban 
terrorist organization in the country. 
Police believed the bombings were 
timed to disrupt ceremonies Friday 
celebrating the 167th anniversary of 
Mexico’s independence from Spain. 
The bombs damaged or wrecked 
government buildings and busines­ 
ses, including Sears Roebuck and 


Woolworth stores, 
a n American 
Motors dealer and a Pepsi Cola 
plant. Among targets where unex 
ploded bombs were found 
General Motors assembly plant and 
the headquarters of the Colgate 
Palmolive subsidiary. 
Guadalajara, the capital of Jalisco 
state, was hit hardest.

W ASHINGTON ( A P ) — Clark McAdams Clifford wrote 
speeches for Harry Truman, was an intelligence adviser 
to John Kennedy, ran the Defense Department for Lyndon 
Johnson and now is trying to save Bert Lance for Jim m y 


Carter. 
Unflappable, keenly intelligent, wise, charming and, 
above all, a realist, is the way friends and colleagues 
describe Clifford, a Washington lawyer who keeps return­ 
ing to the service of presidents. 
This time he is counsel to a long-time friend of Presi­ 
dent Carter. He w ill be by the side of Bert Lance, the 
director of the Office of Management and Budget, as the 
former Georgia banker testifies before the Senate 
Governmental Affairs Committee. 
The Senate committee is looking into allegations about 
Lance’s financial affairs, his overdrafts at banks he ran 
and his use of bank-owned aircraft for personal or 
political business. 
Clifford was most recently aiding Carter in inter­ 
national affairs, serving as the President's special envoy 


to Cyprus.

But his service to Democratic presidents goes back a 
long way. Clifford was a speech w riter for President 
Truman and helped plan Trum an’s 1948 election victory. 
He assisted in President Kennedy’s transition to the 
presidency, then became chairman of the Foreign In­ 
telligence Advisory Board. 
He was defense secretary for President Johnson, but 
later tried to persuade Johnson to end America s involve­ 
ment in Vietnam.

During the Republican years, Clifford persisted 
denouncing the Vietnam war, and built up a lucrative law 
practice with clients like General Electric, Du Pont, the 
International Telephone and Telegraph Corp. and other 
corporate giants. 
He is considered a brilliant strategist and consultant 
who knows how to use his considerable expertise into 
Washington’s intricate network of power and influence.

The silver-haired G ifford, who wears horn-nmmed 
glasses and conservative suits, said in an interview 
Wednesday that he has been working day and night since 
Sept. 5, when he agreed to take on the Lance case. He 
called it a “ massive task.’’ 
He promised “ quite a lot of new information 
that w ill 
make Lance “ quite appealing to the people. ’ 
“ I have been trying to prepare the best defense that I 
can I want to see that he gets a fair hearing and emerges 
with a restored reputation,’’ said Gifford. 
Washington lawyers say G ifford's reputation w ill en­ 
dure no matter what the outcome of the Lance affair 
And G ifford himself said, “ What takes place after the 
hearings is out of our hands. I don’t know what Lance s 
views or the President’s views are (about Lance 
resigning). That’s a political decision I just want to give 
him the best opportunity to defend him self.’’ 
A Houston oil executive who does business with Clifford 
says the lawyer is careful in selecting his arguments.

lames A. Burke, D-Mass., means

In a move experts say could affect 
a million people, the House Ways and 
Means subcom m ittee on Social 
Security Wednesday tentatively ap­ 
proved raising the allowance in 1978. 
Under the proposal, recipients 
could earn $6,000 in 1979 without fac­ 
ing an aid cutback. 
The lim it on exempt earnings this 


year is $3,000. It is expected to go to 
$3,240 in 1978 and $3.480 in 1979 under 
a provision of the existing law that 
ties benefits to inflation. 


The subcommittee’s move, ap­ 
proved 9 to 3, was a compromise 
between proposals to abolish the 
limitation and others for a sm aller or 
later increase. Republicans had sug­ 
gested phasing out the lim itation 
over three years. 


As part of the compromise, the 
subcommittee agreed that the whole 
subject would be considered again 
when the panel takes up long-range 
changes in Social Security, probably 
next year. 
The subcommittee is now putting 
together legislation to keep the 
deficit-plagued 
So cial Secu rity 
system alive. 
* All the votes it is now taking are 
subject to later change or reversal. 


B u rk e , 
the 
panel c h a irm a n , 
predicted the move “ wouldn’t get 50 
votes against it“ if it reaches the 
House floor. 
Partly offsetting the cost of raising 
the income lid, the subcommittee 
voted to remove from the law a quirk 
that allows a retired person to earn 
as much as he can in a month if he 
forfeits his benefits for that month. 
The cost of raising the earnings 
lim it was estimated at $2 billion in 
1979, $2 4 billion in 1980 and $2.5 
billion in 1981. The savings from 
eliminating the monthly option were 
calculated at $400 million a year. 
The subcommittee recommended 
adding some six million federal, 
s ta te and lo c a l g o v e rn m e n t 
employes to the system and voted to 
end thè option state and local govern­ 
ments and nonprofit organizations 
have of withdrawing from Social 
Security.

(AP) — Common Market 
officials said today U.S. 
“ laxity” in continuing to 
import vast quantities of 
oil could aggravate the 
economic problems of 
Western Europe. 
A report prepared for a 
meeting next Monday of 
Common Market economic 
ministers warned that the 
high level of U.S. oil im­ 
ports will not only tend to 
increase world prices and 
reduce supplies, but also 
worsen the deficit in the 
U.S. trade balance. 


The proportion of im­ 
ported oil in the United 
States has been increasing 
steadily in recent years 
and is now approaching 50 
per cent. 


Because Western Europe 
Is more dependent on im­ 
ported oil, it would be 
more sharply affected by 
rising prices. And any at­ 
tempt by the United States 
to reduce its trade deficit 
“ could have important 
consequences, particularly 
in the area of exchange 
rates, growth and in ­ 
flation,” the report said. 


Reducing the deficit 
could be accomplished by 
increasing U.S. exports, 
cutting imports, or both. 
Such actions could se­ 
riously hurt Western 
Europe, which relies more 
on international trade than 
does the United States. 


The report warned the 
United States against “ too 
large a degree of laxity” 
on its oil imports. 


The report also painted a 
gloomy picture of in­ 
creased 
unemployment 
and sluggish growth in 
Western Europe, up to 1980 
and perhaps even beyond. 


Officials of the European 
Commission, the Common 
Market executive body, 
said in a formal statement 
on the report, ” the ques­ 
tion 
is whether our 
societies can envisage so 
large a number of un- 


employed without losing 
credibility and dignity.” 
Jean-Claude Morel, the 
Common Market official 
who presented the report 
to reporters, told them un- 


emplovment may continue 
to rise if there is not 
enough spending on new 
projects, public and 
private. 
In response to questions. 


Morel also said he believed 
more spending money 
should be put in the hands 
ot me poorest people in 
Europe by lowering their 
income tax rates.

of the Jordan River. 
Kuwait called for a 
meeting of Arab League 
health mi ni s t er s in 
Cairo for Sept. 24 to dis­ 
cuss ways of preventing

cholera. 
M o s l e m 
p r i e s t s 
throughout the Arab 
world opened the three 
day holiday of Bairam 
with prayers asking for 
Allah's help against the 
disease.

Rawabdeh

cases were down by half 
and the total number 
hospitalized was down 
from 261 to 201 with no 
deaths. 
In Lebanon, where 18 
instances of cholera 
have been officially 
reported, officials were 
silent about new cases.

C holera is a g a s ­ 
trointestinal 
d isease 
spread primarily by 
m icrobes carried

The 
symptoms are diarrhea, 
v o m i t i n g , 
s e v e r e 
dehydration,

cramps, weakness and a 
gray pallor of the skin.

Serio u s q u estio ns o f ethnic balance were imp lied in the 
d iscu ssio n su rro u nd ing the bo ard s actio n as tru stee 
Eu gene Whitlo ck mo v ed initially that the bo ard acq u ire 
the $900,000 site and that the scho o l bu ilt there beco me 
o ne o f the d istrict s three co mp rehensiv e high scho o ls 
rather than an ad d itio nal fo u rth high scho o l. 
This created a lengthy d iscu ssio n, with tru stee C. Allen 
Braswell renewing his o p p o sitio n to the high scho o l o n 
what he termed insu fficient enro llment p ro jectio ns to 


warrant a high scho o l in the area 
Bo ard Presid ent Do n Do nnelly said that making the 
high scho o l in Diamo nd Bar the d istrict’s third high 
scho o l wo u ld create “a great bu sing p ro blem fo r the d is­ 
trict. 
Do nnelly said that p u blic ed u catio n d o es no t belo ng in 
the bu sing bu siness. 
The issu e became p articu larly ho t when Braswell asked 
that the bo ard ap p ro v e a mo tio n assu ring the v o ters 
that the new high scho o l wo u ld abid e with the 14th amend ­ 
ment to the Co nstitu tio n, that sectio n d ealing with 
citizenship rights.

cies and majo r o p eratio ns. 
The o rd inance was req u ested by 
Su p erv iso r James Hay es who said he 
was tired o f waiting fo r help fro m 
o ther so u rces. 
“ We hav e waited to o lo ng and been 
d isap p o inted to o o ften in o u r ho p e 
that so lu tio ns to o u r p ro blems wo u ld 
co me fro m the fed eral o r state 
go v ernments,” he d eclared . 


Hay es said fo r many mo nths no w 
the mass illegal entry o f aliens has 
been a p ro minent natio nal and lo cal 
issu e, and “ no where is the p ro blem 
mo re p ressing than in Lo s Angeles 
Co u nty .” 
He claimed that acco rd ing to the

Two-thirds of the children of the nation s poo*^ 
parents have never seen a dentist, and abou t 60 per­ 
cent of those you ngsters have chronic medical con­ 
ditions which aren’t being treated.

Compared with the children of more afflu ent 
families, the prevalence of heart disease among the 
poor is three times as great. Six times as many' low- 
income you ngsters have hearing impairments and 
five times as many have mental illness. 
In theory, there is no more meritoriou s mission 
for this cou ntry’s federal, state and loca 
ment health agencies than to identify the 
debilitating medical problems of imP ^ rls,h*î 
you ngsters and provide treatment at a cost their 
families can afford.

In practice, a federal law passed almost a decade 
ago mandated the operation of ju st su ch a pro^ m 
known as Early and Periodic Screening, Diagnosis 
and Treatment or EPSDT. 
Bu t little has been done to improve the lot o 
millions of sick and needy children becau se of a dis­ 
gracefu l record in insensitivity, incompetence an 
even hostility on the part of those who were su p­ 
posed to administer EPSDT. 
Althou gh the law requ iring the joint f« ^ l*s U te 
program became effective in Janu ary 1968,i.gave 
th e Department of Health. Edu cation and Welfare 
(HEW) 18 months to draft the necessary régu la- 
tions and explain to the states the addition of 
EPSDT to the Medicaid program. 
When the target date of Ju ly 1 . 
however, virtu ally nothing had been done. In fact t 
wasn’t u ntil early 1972 - more t h a n fou r years after 
the law was passed and 2* years a te r toe 
pro g ra m 
was su pposed to be operating — that HEW s régu la 
tions finally took effect. 
The potential of the program probably was 
be st 
described by then-HEW Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, when he cited EPSDT’s few su ccesses 


“We fou nd children whose rotting teeth had 
abscessed gu ms and were pou ring poisons into their 
systems. Dentists treated them 
. .W e fou nd 
children who saw the writing on the blackboard as 
blu r. They were fitted with glasses ’’ 
Bu t the Children's Defense Fu nd, a nonprofit 
Washington organization, has ju st oompfeted a 
comprehensive stu dy which conclu des that only a 
qu arter of the needed health screenings are being 
condu cted on the approximately 13 million children 
eligible for assistance 
. 
Among those who are screened an ^¿equ ate 
follow-u p system resu lts in treatment^ for 
slightly more than half of the cases of anemia lead 
poisoning, parasite infections, respiratory ailments 
ï ï T f f i a Other major medica. P 'fe rns 
The stu dy identifies nu merou s other EPSU1 
failu res, inclu ding inability to link children jjatn 
sou rces of continu ing health care and the virtu al 
refu sal to deal with developmental problems su ch 
as speech impairments, learning disabilities and 
emotional distu rbances.

Criticized in the report are not only the foot- 
dragging federal bu reau crats bu t also the state 
health administrators who have nev<^ be®" 
enthu siastic abou t the program as well as the city 
and cou nty health officials who have brou ght 
neither inspiration nor dedication to EPSDT at the 
lex'cii level 
Several months ago. President Carter u nveiled a 
package of reforms designed to improve the entire 
u ndertaking and rename it the Child Health Assess­ 
ment Program or CHAP. Congress will begin con­ 
sidering that package soon. 
Bu t Wendy Lazaru s, director of the Children s 
Defense Fu nd stu dy, believes that althou gh 
Carter’s proposal “inclu des some very important 
provisions and improves the lot of many kids, it 
only goes 60 percent of the way toward what s 


The time has come to abandon su ch half­ 
measu res and fu lfill the special promise of this 
program: to givtk the children of the poor the 
chance to compete — withou t the handicap of an u n­ 
necessary medical disability — for the best ou r 
society can offer in edu cation, employment and 
self-advancement.

WASHINGTON - 
In an earlier 
colu mn, we reported that some in* 
flu ential Mississippi politicians 
maneu vered behind the scenes to 
qu ash an investigation of a vice 
squ ad officer after he warned 
privately: “ If I go down. I’m not go­ 
ing down alone ” 
The threat came from Lt. John 
Mou lder, the former head of the 
Jackson, Miss., vice squ ad, after the 
FBI began investigating charges that 
he coerced a you ng woman to su bmit 
to his sexu al demands. 
Like the Watergate case, this at­ 
tempt to cover u p a minor, if sordid, 
offense may develop into a major 
scandal. We have learned, for exam­ 
ple, that Mou lder has been closely 
linked with Jackson's powerfu l and 
popu lar district attorney. Ed Peters. 
An u ndercover agent for the 
state's organized crime task force 
has accu sed both Mou lder and Peters 
of negotiating to take payoffs to 
protect prostitu tion. When we con- 
lronted Peters with the charge, he 
vigorou sly denied it and offered to 
take a lie detector test. We agreed to 
give him the test. 
At first, he backed ou t of the offer 
bu t finally took the test from his own 
hand-picked polygraph operator. Bu t 
he agreed to allow an independent 
operator to monitor the testing. Both 
experts reported back to u s that 
Peters failed the lie detector test. 
Here are the details: 
The task force hired 330-pou nd 
Manfred Baron, alias the Fat Man, 
fou r years ago to infiltrate the Dixie 
Mafia. This is a loose association of 
criminals who hijack tru cks, fence 
stolen goods, procu re prostitu tes and 
engage in other illegal pu rsu its. 
Baron started ou t on the wrong 
side ot the law and wou nd u p with a 
prison record for variou s crimes. 
Bu t he has been u sing his knowledge 
of the u nderworld for the past 15 


years to help lawmen catch and con­ 
vict top criminals. A police officer, 
who has worked intimately with 
Baron for years, told u s his secret 
reports have always been completely 
accu rate. 
In his reports to the task force, he 
related that he had posed as an ou t- 
of-state gangster seeking political 
protection for a stable of prostitu tes. 
He was directed to a Jackson paving 
contractor named Leo Hall, who has 
been convicted of two felonies. 
Baron’s secret reports qu ote Hall 
as telling him that protection money 
shou ld be paid to District Attorney 
Peters. Baron eventu ally was in­ 
trodu ced to Lt. Mou lder who was 
identified as the district attorney’s 
personal representative. 
Police officers staked ou t Baron s 
meeting with Hall and Mou lder. The 
u ndercover agent also made a secret 
tape recording of his conversations 
with Hall. 
With this evidence to back u p his 
story, Baron reported to the task 
force that Hall and Mou lder 
demanded a $600 weekly payoff for 
the protection of 10 prostitu tes. The 
protection money wou ld be shared, 
thev said, with Peters. 
All three denied Baron's accou nt 
when we confronted them. The dis­ 
trict attorney was the most 
emphatic, and offered to take a lie 
detector test. 
Bu t we cou ld find no competent 
Mississippi polygraph operator who 
wou ld tou ch the case The head of the 
Mississippi State Polygraph Associa­ 
tion, Sam Ivey, warned u s that an 
ou t-of-state operator might risk 
arrest if he administered the test 
withou t a Mississippi license. Ivey is 
a friend, we learned, of the district 
attorney. 
, 
Finally, we agreed to let Peters 
handpicked polygraph man ad­ 
minister the test, and he agreed to 


let an independent expert monitor it 
We also agreed not to print the 
allegations against Peters if the tests 
showed he was telling the tru th. 
The respected Franklin Secu rity 
Systems of Norfolk. Va„ sent an ex­ 
pert to oversee the test. We were 
also represented by Dennis Smith, 
the Peabody 
Award-wtnning 
in­ 
vestigative reporter for WLBT-TV in 
Jackson, who has worked with ou r 
reporters on the story. 
Peters was asked by the polygraph 
operator: “ In 1974. did you send Lt. 
Mou lder to meet with Leo Hall to set 
u p protection for prostitu tion in 
Jackson or in Hinds Cou nty?’

Si^e ^ 
nrescribe the minimu m age of eligibility for a 
license and statistics on driver performance make 
it incu mbent for DMV to watch for certair. in­ 
dicators of impaired driving ability in the elderly, 
their position seems ju stified 
Not so meritoriou s is the claim of law enforce­ 
ment officials that the showing of age on a driver s 
license is an aid when stopping motorists for traffic 
violations. As DMV personnel point ou t, m any 
qu estion of identity or involvement in a semu s of­ 
fense, the police have access to almost instant com­ 
pu terized checks. 
Even if law enforcement cou ld make a convincing 
case for age information on the license, DMV says 
it wou ld be a simple matter to devise a code which 
wou ld not be known to the general pu blic bu t wou ld 
serve the police pu rposes. 
What appears to be closer to the tru th of the mat­ 
ter is that the age and other detail which appears on 
the license is there for the accommodation o 
merchants and other non-governmental operators 
who have increasingly come to rely on the license 
as an identification card. And it is this demand for 
the license, and the inevitable disclosu re of one s 
age. when cashing a check or obtaining credit which 
ires the ladies the most. 
The irony of this widespread u seage is the almost 
blind acceptance of the driver’s license as a bona 
fide testament of one’s identity. 
While it is tru e that for the majority of citizens 
the licenses presented are valid representations, it 
is also a fact that they are no gu arantee of one’s 
credit More important, they are not reliable iden­ 
tification. For it is not difficu lt for anyone with in­ 
tent to defrau d to acqu ire any nu mber of driver s 
licenses, each u nder a different name, replete with 
varying descriptions as to height, weight, color of 
eyes and hair, birth date and address. With wigs 
and theatrical makeu p, even the pictu res can be dif­ 
ferent. 
Officials not only concede this is possible bu t ad­ 
mit it happens. As one DMV official stated, the 
situ ation will continu e u ntil the day when driver ap­ 
plicants are fingerprinted, something the 
Legislatu re repels at au thorizing. 
What it seems to boil down to is that the state u n­ 
officially is operating a program to benefit retail 
creditors which su bjects honest persons to u n­ 
warranted invasions of privacy while dishonest and 
frau du lent people find the identification system 
easv to beat.

The Postal Service is right now 
pu rchasing jeeps costing seven and 
eight thou sand dollars each — 
pu rchasing them by the hu ndreds of 
thou sands. 
The National Association of At­ 
torneys General has designated one 
of its own, Ohio Attorney General 
William Brown, as consu mer protec­ 
tion chairman. 
It was he who bu ildogged the ex­ 
pose of GM engine switches. 
It is he, in you r behalf, who will 
probe the pricing, payroll practices 
and control of the Postal Service. 
Hardworking, efficient and honest 
postal employees — instead of 
resenting and resisting this effort — 
shou ld want to assist it in any way 
thpv ra n.

DEAR REA D ER - Having had a 
good examination and having been 
told that your daughter has no dis­ 
ease I would think you could relax 
about it. 
Your daughter probably has 
orthostatic albuminuria, which is 
what your pediatric urologist meant. 
Albumin is one of the blood proteins 
we all have. It actually leaks into the 
urine from the kidney and is reab­ 
sorbed by the kidney so that we don t 
lose very much of it in the urine 
Anything that increases the amount 
leaked by the kidney will increase 
the amount that shows up on a urine 
test. 
In some people standing seems to 
increase the leak into the urine or the 
failure of the kidneys to reabsorb 
albumin in sufficient amounts. 
Orthostatic refers to standing. 
Hence, the term o rth o static 
albuminuria. Sometimes this can be 
demonstrated bv studying the urine 
collected firing a period when the 
person was lying down the entire 
time. That urine will be normal. 
Another specimen is taken after 
standing which shows the protein, 
albumin 
When that is the cause and there is 
no disease it is not medically impor­ 
tant. It is not an indication of kidney 
disease or future kidney disease. 
If you want to check this further I 
would think you should have her 
empty her bladder completely and 
lie down.A couple hours later collect 
another specimen and have that one 


Albumin can occur in the urine 
because of a variety of kidney dis­ 
eases. A simple infection of the 
kidnev may cause it or it may be as­ 
sociated with nephritis. Increased 
amounts of albumin also appear in 
the urine during heart failure. It 
must alwavs be regarded as an in 
dicator. The next step is finding out 
if it indicates something important 
or is just a normal variation.

PHOTOGRAPHIC MEMORY

New secrecy rules? 
Carter wouldn' t keep 
secrets under wraps 
for 10-year period

WASHINGTON (A P) - 


Resident Carter is propos­ 
ing rules that cut four 
rears off the normal time 
the government may keep 
most top secrets. but he 
suggests 
agencies can 


make em ployes sign 
promises to stay mum 
while the secrets are un­ 
der wraps. 
In a draft of an executive 


order obtained by The As­ 
sociated Press, the Presi­ 
dent suggests a standard 
secrecy agreement be 
developed for ail agencies 
that want employes to sign 
them “ as a precondition of 
access to classified infor­ 
mation and m aterial." 
Under present rules, the 


government can keep its 
top secrets for 10 years 
without a special exten­ 
sion. Some agencies now 
use secrecy agreements. 
But only a few, including 
the CIA, require them 
from prospective employes 
before they are hired. 
The Supreme Court said 


two vears ago that such 
secrecy agreements give 
the a A the right to censor 
the writings of former 
employes. 
Because of the agree­ 
ments, the court rejected 
First Amendment free­ 
dom - of - the - press claims 
bv Victor Marchetti and 
Jo h n 
D. M arks, who 


said they should be permit­ 
ted to publish “ The CIA 
a n d the C u lt of I n ­ 
telligence," a critical ac­ 
count of the agency, 
without prior censorship. 
The censorship resulted 


in a number of deletions. 
(barter, who has pledged 


an open administration, 


asked his staff last June to 
review the government's 
entire secrecy system. The 
executive-order draft 


resulted. In a first for such 
orders, the draft will be 
sent this month to agen­ 
cies. congressional com­ 
mittees and interested 
non - government groups 


for their comment. 
Then the N a tio n a l 


Security Council and 
Carter’s domestic affairs 
staff will decide on the 
final form to present to 
Carter for his signature. 
With Carter’s signature, 
the order will replace 
secrecy rules set by for­ 
mer l>resident Richard M. 
Nixon in 1972. 
Asked about the Carter 


d ra ft, Gary Barron, a 
member of the National 
Security Council staff who 
helped write it, said the se­ 
crecy agreements were a 
thing the lawyers did. ... 
The whole idea was to have 
something uniform. This 
thing was not put in there 
to enjoin any publications. 
That was not the intent. 
Barron called the six- 


year limit on classification 
in all designations, in­ 
cluding top secret, “ the 
most effective part of the 
executive order. 
The draft places a six- 


year limit on secret clas- 
s ific a tio n s as w e ll. 
Presently, 
the normal 


limit on classifications in 
that category is eight 
years. The draft maintains 
the present six-year limit 
on confidential cla s­ 
sifications. 
But it lets anyone with 


top-secret 
classification 


authority grant extensions 
in all categories for up to 
20 years. After review at 
that time, the extensions 
could be renewed for up to 
10 vears at a time. 
Barron conceded this 


could keep information 
classified indefinitely. But 
he said making lower- 
authority classifiers seek 
out top-secret classifiers 
for extensions would mean 
fewer extensions. 
Relatively few persons 


have top secret authority, 
Barron said, and “ hopeful­ 
ly someone with top secret 
authority would be more 
responsible and say no 


Like the Nixon rules, the 


Carter draft bans any clas­ 
sification “ in order to con­ 
ceal violations of law, inef­ 
ficiency or administrative 
error, lor) to prevent em­ 
barrassment.”

Under other terms of the 


draft: 
—Except for presidential 


papers and m a te ria l 
originated by his advisers, 
all classified materials are 
subject to review for possi­ 
ble declassification at the

ficiently to enable the 
agency having custody to 
locate it with a reasonable 
amount of effort." 
Under the Nixon rules, 


classified materials were 
not subject to such review 
for 10 years. However, 
they were subject to 
review anytime under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act. Under both the Carter 
draft and the Nixon rules, 
presidential materials are 
exempted from any review 
for 10 years. 
—Nothing may be clas­ 
sified in the first place un­ 
less it meets at least one of 
13 criteria, all related to 
national security. Taken 
together, the criteria spell 
out precisely what com­ 
prises national security.

BOSTON (A P) - The leading cause of death 
among voung black men in America is not accidents 
or a n y single disease but violent, intentional killing, 


a study says. 


Researchers surveying homicides in Cleveland 
discovered that the overall homicide rate increased 
320 per cent between 1958 and 1974. 


IOHG BEACH 
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They found that about 20 nonwhites d ed of 
homicide in Cleveland for every white from 958 to 
1962 and 12 nonwhites for every white from 1963 to 
1974. 
The study also showed that the age of most vic­ 
tims dropped from the early 40s to the late 20s. 
“ The homicide trends reported in this study 
shock us,” the researchers wrote. ‘‘What happened 
in Cleveland reflects, in a magnified way, national 
trends during the same period. 
In Washington, Alice Haywood, a spokesman for 
the National Center for Health Statistics, an agency 
of the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, said that nationally homicides were _he 
leading cause of death among nonwhite males, 25 to 
34 vears old 
iie said that in 1975. for example, homicides ac­ 
counted for 2,506 of the 8,114 young nonwhite deaths 
in that age group, compared with 1,913 accidental 
deaths, 439 suicides and 3,256 deaths from diseases 


Heart disease, accounting for 525 deaths, and 
cancer, responsible for 263, led the list of deaths 
caused by disease. 
The researchers, most of them doctors trom Case 
Western Reserve University, published their 
findings recently in the New England Journal of

SEA TTLE (A P) - Out 
here, in a day-care center 
2,700 miles from the White 
House, 
welfare expert 
Willie Williams sees a wild 
card in President Carter s 
com plicated w e lfa re 
package. 
A .seven-year welfare 
veteran who took a job as a 
day-care counselor and 
worked her way off the 
dole, Mrs. Williams says, 
“ The jobs program will be 
a big help. But the pay is so 
low, people w ill need 
welfare 
anyways. So 
what’s the point?" 
The point, say Carter 
aides, is to hold down costs 
and to provide an incentive 
for public workers to seek 
jobs elsewhere. In hearing 


that are secedule to begin 
this month, adm inis­ 
tration officials will try to 
convince Congress that his 
jobs approach will work. 
Subpoverty wages are 
just one of the of problems 
that make the jobs plan the 
most troublesome element 
of Carter’s package of ex­ 
panded welfare coverage, 
tax refunds and work. 
—Carter wants to move 
poor people out of the 
welfare system and into 
private jobs, but his 
program offers almost 
nothing to aid the transi­ 
tion. And in many areas, 
the private jobs just don't 
exist. 
Labor Secretary Ray 
Marshall says this is the 
most serious weakness of 
the jobs plan. 
—A huge welfare work 
force could hold down 
salaries for regular public 
employes doing sim ilar 
work at higher wages. For 
this reason labor unions 
vigorously oppose mini- 
mum-wage welfare jobs. 
—There is a serious 
danger that some govern­ 
ment officials will replace 
regular employes, 
paid 


from local tax receipts, 
with “ bargain basement' 
public service workers 
paid from the welfare 
fund. 
The 
process, 
Marshall’s No. 2 worry, is 
called “ substitution.” 
San Francisco man­ 
power boss Eunice Elton 
says: " If welfare workers 
are of any use at all, there 
will be a tendency to rely 
on them.” 
- A s Mrs. W illiam s 
points out, the minimum 
wage won’t allow the 
welfare work force to es­ 
cape poverty without also 
drawing cash welfare 
benefits — especially in ex­ 
pensive cost-of-living areas 
like New York or Califor- 
n ia. Dependency on 
welfare will continue. 
Typically, a mother or 
father heading a family of 
four would receive benefits 
of $1,444 to supplement the 
minimum wage of $5,512. 
These are the key 
problem areas that sur­ 
faced in discussions with 
public officials, manpower 
experts, union leaders and 
welfare recipients from 
Seattle to Baltimore, San 
Francisco to New York. 


Ca n Ca rte r we lfa re pla n 
he lp s ta bilize fa mily ? 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) 
— Suzette Dankenbring 
says President Carter s 
welfare package won t br­ 
ing back her man. 
“ M y husband ju st 
walked out on me with 25 
cents in my pocket,’’ said 
the frail redhead, her eyes 
rimmed with crimson as 
she w alked from an 
Ingham County welfare of­ 
fice. 
In her left hand she 
clutched a bundle of 
welfare application forms. 
In her right hand was 
another in the day s chain 
of cigarettes. Her lined 
forehead made her look 
older than her 26 years. 
She and her two daughters 
were joining the ranks of 
lit e r a lly m illio n s of 
deserted fam ilies on 
welfare. 
Does she want her hus­ 
band back? “ I don’t 
know,” she answered 
quietly. 
Would more money help? 
“ No.” 
Would a measure like the 
Carter plan help? "No,” 
she says. “ That’s not 
what’s going to do it for my 


family. It’s him. It’s my 
husband. He’s got to work 
out a few things for him­ 
self.’ ’ 
The President is selling 
his plan partly on grounds 
that it is “ profamily.” It is 
true that his proposed com- 
bination of expanded 
benefits, public jobs and 
tax breaks eliminates cur­ 
rent financial incentives 
for husbands to desert 
their wives and children, 
leaving them for the tax­ 
payers to support. 
But the findings of 
current research question 
whether these incentives 
really cause, much family 
splitting. And Carter’s plan 
does not do very much to 
cure what many social 
researchers, 
welfare 
a d m in is tra to r s 
and 
welfare recipients say are 
the real causes of broken 
families on welfare: alco­ 
holism, drug abuse, wife- 
b eating and m en tal 
cruelty. 
Experts interviewed by 
The Associated Press 
suggest new federal ser­ 
vices, such as family 
counseling, are what is 


needed. 
In a recent message to 
Congress, Carter picked a 
hypothetical Michigan 
family of four, similar to 
Mrs. 
Dankenbring’s, to 
illu strate the fam ily 
breakup incentive which he 
proposes to remove. The 
fictional father worked at 
the minimum wage and 
had a total income, in­ 
cluding food stamps and 
tax credits, of $5,922. 
“ But if the father leaves, 
the family will be eligible 
for 
benefits 
totalling 
$7,076,” the President said. 
For one thing, Mrs. Dan­ 
kenbring said her husband 
worked for far more than 
the minimum wage, so no 
incentive to go on welfare 
existed. "He made $230 a 
week. We could make ends 
meet just fine on that and 
even had a little left over 
to go out every now and 
then,” she said. 
Other welfare mothers 
say money won’t cure their 
marriages. 
Says welfare mother 
Pamela, who asked that 
her last name not be used:

Carter’s “ program for 
Better Jobs and Income” 
would put 2Vi-million poor 
people to work in 1.4- 
million public service jobs, 
either full or part time. 
Federal welfare money 
would pay the salaries. 
But the political opposi­ 
tion and built-in pitfalls 
threaten chances for suc­ 
cess as the program begins 
its jo u rn ey through 
Congress. 
In an interview. Secre­ 
tary Marshall acknowl­ 
edged the problems and 
said administration lead­ 
ers already are working to 
correct them. 
The work requirement 
would force "employable ” 
recipients to accept a job if 
one is available.

other 
mandatory work plans 
failed, Carter’s could suc­ 
ceed because he offers 
more than ultimatums 
, 
he also offers jobs. And 
there is a wage incentives 
for people to keep them. 
Says George Washington 
University manpower ex­ 
pert Sar Levitan: "You 
can’t create jobs without 
spending money. You can t 
do it without dollar signs 
and zeroes.” 
Carter’s plan has plenty 
of 
those: 
8,800,000,000 
dollars ($8.8 billion) ear­ 
marked to pay for the 
public service jobs. 
The number of current 
public service jobs would 
be doubled at only a 49 per 
cent increase in cost 
because the current pro­ 
gram for 725,000 jobs pays 
prevailing wages, usually 
much higher than the 
minimum. 
C arter’s plan would 
require an estimated seven 
million people who are 
eligible for welfare to 
work Some will find low- 
paying, nongovernment 
jobs and will receive in­ 
come aid from the govern­ 
ment. But the economy 
doesn’t absorb everyone 
who wants to work, and the 
public service jobs are 
planned to take up the

Work requirements are 
attractive to many tax­ 
payers who support the

“ I wouldn’t want my hus­ 
band back if we got more 
money on welfare as a 
whole family. My home is 
more stable without him 
here. I feel much better 
without him.’’ 
The present welfare 
system “ doesn’t appear to 
have an effect on famil> 
disruption,” says Maurice 
MacDonald of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin In­ 
stitute for Research on 
Poverty. 
He says the incentive to 
split up exists, but that it 
doesn’t seem to motivate 
many people. 
Blanche Bernstein, 
deputy commissioner of in­ 
come maintenance in the 
New York State Depart­ 
ment of Social Services, in­ 
terviewed 500 welfare 
mothers in a 1975 study she 
prepared at the New 
School 
for 
So cia l 
Research. She found 12 per 
cent of those whose with 
broken families said their 
marriages 
common-law 
relationships broke up 
because of “ husband s in­ 
adequate earning capacity 
or financial irrespons- 
ility .” The remaining 
family breaks were caused 
by drugs, alcohol, ex­ 


tra m a rita l 
a ffa irs , 
physical and psychological 
abuse. 
She said many welfare 
families need more than 
financial aid. 
“ They’ve been marked 
by traumatic experiences, 
but we’re not looking at 
these families to figure out 
how we can help,” she 
said. 
“ We do nothing to help 
youngsters with their 
schooling, 
dropout 
problems or drugs. Also, 
there is a group of fami­ 
lies who come into the 
welfare system as intact 
fa m ilie s ,” she said. 
“ Every month, those fam­ 
ilies split up. No one was 
there to see what to do to 
prevent the split. That s 
the kind of service I would 
give. The Carter package 
doesn’t deal with this at 
all.” 
The Carter plan proposes 
cash assistance and jobs 
for intact fam ilies, but 
“ doesn’t even look at the 
question of services, says 
John Dempsey, director of 


the Michigan Department 
of Social Services. 
“ We think of problems of 
battered spouses, money 
management assistance, 
he says. ‘Were spending 
well over $2 million on ser­ 
vices. We think the federal 
government should expand 
its participation 
Isabel Sawhill of the 
Urban 
In stitu te 
in 
Washington, author of a 
1975 study on the growth of 
families headed by women, 
found no hard evidence 
that the current system 
causes families to break 
up. 
She and others do say 
welfare may increase the 
tendency toward in ­ 
stability by providing 
women and children with a 
source of income other 
than a husband’s earnings. 
This would remain true un­ 
der the Carter plan. 
Even so she and others 
say that sometimes it 
could be better for the 
children if bad marriages 
break up. 
“ We know that family 


stability is associated with 
low income and with 
parental conflict and that 
both of these are generally 
poor environments for 
children,” she says. 
Carter’s package would 
provide 1.4 million public 
job positions and job train­ 
ing, which social workers 
say might help the self­ 
esteem of some welare 
families, especially those 
with small children. This 
could ease the tensions of 
poverty that researchers 
blame for tearing families 
apart. 
“ The kids are often 
embarrassed when the 
other kids at school ask 
them what I do,” said one 
welfare mother of five, 
who asked not to be iden­ 
tified 
“ It’s really worse on the 
kid s,” adds another 
welfare mother, Pamela 
“ They’re not dressed as 
well as other kids in school 
whose parents work. But 
my kids don’t know what 
money is anyway. Food 
stamps to them is money. 


a month. Even Labor 
Department experts say 
that might not have much 
impact. 
Carter did not propose 
tax credits for companies 
that hire welfare workers. 
A credit now exists under 
the W ork In ce n tive 
Program and Senate 
Finance Chairman Russell 
Long probably will want to 
retain it. 
The welfare work force 
w ill be working at a wide 
variety of low-skill jobs 
such as cleaning up public 
parks, emptying hospital 
bedpans and tending day­ 
care centers. 
Unions w ill seek as­ 
surances that regular 
workers, punching the 
tim eclock at prevaiing 
wages of $4 to $8 an hour in 
some cities, w ill not be 
replaced by low-paid mem­ 
bers of the welfare work 
force. 
The AFL-CIO says It w ill 
use its clout in Congress to 
defeat the low-pay provi­ 
sion and replace it with a 
prevailing-wage scale. And 
Jerry Wurf, president of 
the American Federation 
of State, County and Mu­ 
nicipal Employes, says: 
• We stand together on 
this.” 
However, 
Baltimore 
manpower chief Marian 
Pines notes, “ It would be 
next to impossible to move 
people out of public service 
jobs if we paid the pre­ 
vailing wage. And it would 
cost a fortune.” 
The manpower officials 
believe one way around the 
thorny wage and subsitu- 


tion questions is to have 
welfare workers divide 
their time between public 
service jobs and training 
or job-search programs. 
Another 
troubesome 
problem is that the Carter 
plan would phase out the 
current public service 
jobs, paying prevailing 
wages, established under 
Title VI of the Comprehen­ 
sive Employment and 
Training Act. 
Mrs. 
Pines warns, 
“ We’ve got big trouble if 
we lose this aid. A lot of 
cities would be totally 
screwed up. ” 
In some troubled cities 
— San Jose, Calif., Hart­ 
ford, Conn., and Newark. 
N.J., for example — one of 
every five city workers is 
paid with CETA money. 
New York City w ill count 
28,000 city-CETA workers 
by the end of this year. 
These workers are paid the 
prevailing wages; many do 
regular jobs and they are 
eligible to join a union. 


Some of the biggest 
welfare states actually 
lose money in the switch 
from Title V I to the 
welfare jobs program, and 
Jerry Wurf warns, “ If 
Carter s program doesn’t 
work in the big cities and 
the big states, it doesn t 
work at all.” 
The nine states that lose 
CETA money in the transi­ 
tion are New York, Califor­ 
nia, Massachusetts, New 
Je rs e y , C onneticut, 
Oregon, Hawaii, Nevada, 
Alaska and the District of 
Columbia.

Seniors Bill Young and Mike 
Bertschinger and junior FerRell Johnson are backt with a 
year’s varsity experience under their belts and Reyes will 
be replaced for two games by Narcie Sousa who led his 
squad to the league’s sophomore championship last year. 
Rawls will be counting on several players from that 
soph team to come through in key positions this falL 
Linebackers Lyle Pelletier and Blake Cash, running back 
Ernesto Lujian, kicker Tony Zendejas and wide 
receiver/defensive backs Tim McGrath and Peter Brun 
are all juniors this season.

The three local members 
of the Southern California 
Intercollegiate 
Athletic 
Conference (SCIAC) have 
one thing in common this 
year. 
There are a lot of new 
faces on each team. 
La Verne, by virtue of 
having by far the biggest 
squad, naturally has the 
la r g e s t 
n u m b e r 
of 
returnees. 
• However coach Roland 
Ortmayer has a hole to fill 
this year that presents a 
m ajor problem to La 
Verne football. For the 
first time in two years, 
Ortmayer will open the 
season without a proven 
quarterback. 
Claremont-Muad has so 
many new players, nearly 
two-thirds of the squad is 
new, that John Zinda says 
it will take three games to 
sort things out. 
Pom ona-Pitzer 
once 
again has the few est 
players (34), but coach 
Walt Ambord is basing his 
hopes of improvement on 
having a larger number of 
quality players 
La Verne’s major loss 
through graduation was 
three-year starter Randy 
Brown. 
“ Our biggest single 
problem will be getting the 
quarterback 
situation 
resolved,” said Ortmayer. 
“Right now Dave Maloof 
(senior from San Dimas) is 
in front of two other can­ 
didates for the job.” 
The other two, both 
freshmen, are Mark Beaty 
from Workman High and 
Pat Wade from Burbank. 


In the La Verne offense, 
the quarterback position is 
extrem ely difficu lt to 
master. 
"Our offense is a com­ 
bination of putting several 
kinds of principal patterns 
together,” explained Ort­ 
mayer. 
“ For example, we have 
blocking p attern s for 
linemen and offensive pat­ 
terns for the backfield. In a 
game we simply put those 
two together. 
“ The q u a r t e r b a c k 
describes the play in the 
huddle and indicates when 
the snap will come. 
Since the Leopards have 
no playbook, the signal 
caller has to “create” each 
play in the huddle. It's easy 
to understand why develop­ 
ing a quarterback in the La 
Verne system usually 
takes anywhere from three 
games to a full season. 
Maloof, a slotback last 
year, was a quarterback at 
San Dimas High and for his 
first two years at La 
Verne. 
He was moved to slot- 
back in order to give him 
more playing time and thus 
gain game experience. 
R e t u r n i n g 
to 
the 
Leopards’ backfield are 
running backs Brad Frick 
and Ben Morrow. Frick, a 
sophomore last year, made 
both the All-SCIAC and All- 
District III first teams. 
Frick gained a total of 
1,012 yards and averaged 
5:6 yards per carry. 
Morrow, a second-team 
SCIAC selection, is carry­ 
ing 240 pounds on his 5-11 
frame. But Ortmayer says 
he will run him enough to 
get him down to 235 by the 


time the season opens, 
Sept. 24. 
The Leos have 64 players 
out for football and Ort­ 
mayer expects a few more. 
He has 32 returnees from 
last year’s team that went 
5-4 overall and 3-2 in con­ 
ference play. 
Among the returnees are 
wide receivers Ted Pedvin 
and Steve Hines, center 
Glen Mayer and offensive 
tackles Dean Buttress and 
Lucio Sagasta. 
On 
d e f e n s e , 
t he 
returnees include tackle 
John Rome, middle guard 
Dave Poling, linebacker 
Ole Ellingson, ends Mike 
Bustos and Scott Bowser 
and defensive backs Bruce 
Hines and and Bernie 
Wendling 
Buttress and Rome, like 
Frick, were first-team 
selections on both the all- 
conference and all-district 
squads. 
Steve Hines, Mayer and 
Ellingson were second 
team all-conference. 
Claremont-Mudd has a 
squad of 39 of which only 15 
are returnees. And 24 of 
them are linemen! 
“Two years ago I was 
crying for linemen,” Zinda 
remarked. “That certainly 
isn’t the case this year. We 
feel we’ll be strong up 
front. 
“We re almost ALL new 
We ll wait and see what 
happens in our first three 
games and use them to get 
ready for conference play. 
We have too many new 
people to jell before then.”

LOS ANGELES - If the 
USC football team is hop­ 
ing to have the momentum 
of last season carry over 
into this year, a lot will de­ 
pend on how well its 
defense can overcome the 
loss to graduation of some 
of the 1976 stalwarts.

CIF playoffs restructured, 
league memberships altered 


A completely revamped playoff system and massive 
releaguing over a two-year period are two of the major in­ 
gredients in the changing local prep football scene 
Beginning with this season, the sprawling C IF Southern 
Section has-been divided into eight regional conferences 
(plus the eight-man division) for football playoffs rather 
than the fam iliar 4A, 3A, 2A and 1A classifications. 
Objectives of the new system, according to C IF com­ 
missioner Tom Byrnes, include (1) g i v i n g more teams a 
chance for postseason play; (2) stimulating interest 
plavoff games by making pairings more regional and (3) 
decreasing the length of the season one week for teams 
that reach the C IF finals. 
The main objection to the new structure, voiced by 
some coaches and fans, is that championships will not 
mean as much since there will be eight of them instead of 
four. Many observers feel that there should be a final 
plavoff, between conference winners, to determine the 
‘ real” C IF champion. But the C IF’s position is that such 
a final game would defeat the primary purposes of the 
new plan. 
t .. 
A t anv rate, one of the most interesting facets of the 
new playoff format from the local standpoint is that the 
San Antonio and Hacienda leagues will be members of the 
same playoff grouping, the Southeastern ^ ^ re n re . _ 
The Southeastern Conference will also embrace the 
Montview, San Andreas and Desert Valleys leagues. The 


S A L was a 3A league last year and the other four were 2A 
loops.

Under the new system, 16 teams will be in the playoffs 
of each conference. That means that each league will be 
guaranteed at least three playoff berths, and one league 
from each conference will get a fourth spot. There will 
doubtless be a number of teams with losing overall 
records in the playoffs. 
Chaffey High and the rest of the Citrus Belt League 
schools are now members of the Big Five Conference, the 
most prestigious of the new groupings, which includes th

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) - 
An Air Force plane slammed into a 
mountainside on a high security 
Army base, killing all 20 persons 
aboard when it exploded on impact a 
half mile from a bunker containing 
fissionable m aterial, authorities 
said. 
The four-engine plane crashed on 
M anzano B ase, where nuclear 
weapons are stored, three minutes 
after its take off from Kirtland Air 
Force Base at 11:45 p.m. Wednes­ 
day. 
k irtland base operations con­ 
firmed there were no survivors, said 
Walter Sprick of the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration. 
“ One big fireball and that was it, 
a nearby resident said. 
Air Force crews using flares and 
helicopter spotlights recovered at 
least 15 bodies in a pre-dawn search 
Authorities said all those aboard 
were military personnel. 


A spokesman at the plane's base 
said it was used frequently by high 
ranking m ilitary personnel and 
American and foreign dignitaries. 
Former Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger is among those who 
have used the plane, the spokesman 
said. 
The aircraft, which was scattered 
over 10 acres after impact, was used 
as a model for modifications to Air 
Force One, the president s plane 
An air traffic controller said he 
tried to warn the pilot the plane was 
in trouble. 
“ The first indication we had he 
was in trouble was when the radar 
showed he was too close to the moun­ 
tain and flying too low,” said the con­ 
troller. 
“We hit him on the guard fre­ 
quency and told him to turn right and 
climb ... but he never did.” he said 
The jet was a communications air 
craft based at Seymour Johnson Air 


Force Base in Goldsboro, N.C. An 
Air Force spokesman said it was on a 
training mission and was on its way 
to Nellis Air Force Base in Nevada. 
The EC135, d e sc rib e d as a 
“ modified 707,” stopped in Al­ 
buquerque to refuel, the spokesman 
said. 
A spokesman for the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration said the pilot 
made what was probably a routine 
attem pt to contact departure control 
just after take off. The tow er 
responded, but the pilot didn t return 
the communication. 
The plane crashed about 8,500 feet 
up the Manzano Mountain range, 
about five miles east of the Kirtland 
runwav. 
Dr. Crosby Eaton, a resident of the 
Four Hills subdivision located near 
the crash site, said he was taking out 
his trash when he heard the plane fly 
ing very low toward his house. 
He said the plane sounded like it 


was flying on “ one or two of its four 
engines.” 
The aircraft flew over his house at 
about 300 feet, then turned into the 
mountain, he said. 
“ If he had turned north instead of 
south, he would have turned right 
into Four Hills,” he said. 
Kirtland Air Force Base and the 
Albuquerque International Airport 
share runway facilities at the out­ 
skirts of Albuquerque. 
Dolores Welch, a convenience 
store clerk, said she was waiting on a 
customer who was facing the moun­ 
tain when the plane hit. 
She said the man suddenly asked,

had come up.”

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:All-adult' 
apartments 
challenged 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Steve and Lois Wolfson like 
their apartment overlooking a yacht harbor at Marina del 
Rey. and they say they’re not about to leave just because 
they have a baby 
For almost a year, they ignored an eviction notice is­ 
sued after their landlord established a ban on children. 
Now they have asked Judge Harold I Chemess of 
Culver City Municipal Court to rule on a suit they brought 
to keep the $390-a-month apartment. Testimony begins to­ 
day. 
Mrs Wolfson said nobody objected for more than a year 
after she brought Adam home from the hospital in 
September 1975. 
•We’ve never had any complaints about Adam. 
Mrs 
Wolfson said. “In fact, all of our neighbors have signed 
affidavits saying they like him and want him to stay in the 
building, and they’re appearing in court on our behalf 
In November 1976, after the Wolfsons had signed a lease 
renewal, they got a letter from their landlord. Marina 
Point Ltd.. telling them they would have to leave because 
of the baby. They chose to fight eviction. 
“We love it here. It’s a terrific buy,” Wolfson said 
“ There’s a great view of the marina from both 
bedrooms.” 
Several other children already live in the apartment 
complex. They lived there before the ban was imposed. 
“The children from adjacent buildings who come over 
to play in front of this one are a lot noisier than Adam s 
ever been.” said a neighbor, Robert Smith. 
l,orne Despres, a director of the Fair Housing for 
Children Coalition, said the refusal of landlords to rent to 
families with children raises discrimination questions as 
profound as those of the early civil rights struggles 
“Landlords make unfair generalizations about children 
using prettv much the same arguments given by all 
bigots ' she said. “They say they won’t rent to persons 
with children because children are noisy and destructive. 
Well, all children aren't noisy, and all adults aren t quiet, 
and it's unfair to discriminate against them as a class.“

SAN DIEGO (A P)~It’s not one lit­ 
tle. two little, three little Indians 
that U 
S. tots in city school 
kindergarten classes sing about, but 
instead “un pequeno. dos pequenos, 
tres pequenos indios 
“Your child is going to leam to 
read through the Spanish language 
and automatically will read English 
without having been taught to read 
English." is what Hal Wingard. a 
school system language specialist, 
tells parents worried about ability of 
their tiny youngsters to survive in an 
all-Spanish classroom environment. 
“The kids look at me, look at each 


other and usually they finally get 
what I’m saying,” said Carmen 
Quintana, one of the teachers of 650 
English-speaking children being tos­ 
sed directly into the pool that is the 
Spanish language 
For these kids, the crayons they 
are using are “rojos" and “verdes 
and other colors of the Spanish rain­ 
bow 
Spanish is virtually the only 
language pupils in some kinder­ 
garten and first grade classes will 
hear from their teachers for the 
remainder of the school year. In 
grades two through six in these op­ 


tional classes, the teacher will give 
half a course in English, then the 
conclusion in Spanish. 
The pupils will still leam the three 
H’s. but for the most part in Spanish. 
The intercultural language 
program, which is part of a court- 
ordered desegregation plan, is being 
offend for the first time in the 
school term that began this week. 
W ingard said San Diego is among 
the first U. S. cities to use a 
technique called “ total immersion.” 
which denies the child reliance on 
English and makes him or her com­ 
municate in another tongue. 


Montreal, a Canadian city in which 
English and French are used, has 
been conducting a similar program 
for more than a decade. 
“We each leam to read only once 
in our lives,” he said. “ If we leam to 
read in one language and speak 
another language, we naturally will 
be able to read in that other lan­ 
guage. The results over a dozen 
years in Montreal confirm this 
Ms. Quintana is one of 20 bilingual 
teachers who were recruited and in­ 
tensively trained for the San Diego 
program. 
“This involves some of the most 


d i s c i p l i n e d 
and 
r i g o r o u s 
teaching.” Wingard said. “Not only 
do the teachers have to deal with just 
communicating with students—like 
in the traditional language classes— 
but they have to get ideas across ’ 
Wingard said the program is get­ 
ting a good reception from parents, 
although many can’t conceive how it 
works. 
“ Parents find it hard to believe 
because they can t imagine them­ 
selves in a total immersion program, 
but the kids really do leam the 
language, and their regular school 
curricula," he said. 


More debris 
discovered 
in aqueduct 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Northern 
San Diego County residents were 
facing imminent water shutoffs and 
300 Riverside farmers had no relief 
for their parched crops as workmen 
discovered even more debris than 
expected clogging the vital Colorado 
River Aqueduct. 
Sand, gravel and rock were found 
as far as 1,000 yards into the pipeline 
Wednesday, causing Metropolitan 
Water District Officials to estimate 
the water route ^on t be clear until 
next Tuesday, rather than Sunday as 
thev had predicted. 
The aqueduct, a major source of 
water for 11 million Southern 
Californians, was shut down when a 
flash flood tore away a 2,500-pound 
access hatch at a Desert Hot Springs 
transition structure last weekend, 
pushing mud and muck into the adja­ 
cent siphon and pipeline. 
If the pumping stations don’t start 
operating until Tuesday, desperately 
needed water won t reach Riverside 
County’s Lake Mathews distribution 
point and into San Diego County until 
Thursday. 
About 200 San Diego County resi­ 
dents in the Rainbow area northeast 
of Fallbrook and others at Valley 
Center northeast of Escondido were 
facing critical shortages and possi­ 
ble shutoff because of limited water 
storage. 
MWD officials were trying to set 
up emergency transportation ot 
water from Lake Perris in Riverside 
County to San Diego water users but 
they said it would take 24 hours to 
complete the preparations. 
With that plan in the works, the 
State Dpartment of Parks and 
Recreation promptly 
prohibited 
swimming and water sports in Lake 
Perris, but said fishing and boating 
will be allowed. 
In Riverside County, two water 
districts which draw directly from 
the aqueduct shut off water to 
agricultural users because they only 
had enough in s t o r a g e for 
householders. About 200 citrus 
growers in the Woodcrest and 
Gavilan Hills areas were affected, as 
well as 100 farming customers and 
two golf courses at Sun City and 
Edgemont. 
Riverside County supervisors 
declared a state of emergency for 
the desert communities hit by last 
week's flash floods to open the way 
for federal aid. 
The county’s D isaster P re ­ 
paredness Office said that 143 homes 
in Thousand Palms, Rancho Mirage 
and Palo Verde Valley were 
damaged by mudslides and 10 were 
destroyed. 


Versatility of G.D/s 
cruise missile described

The versatility of the Tomahawk cruise missile, 
General Dynamic’s entry in the missile production race 
with Boeing, was illustrated to members of the Pomona 
Kiwanis Club Wednesday. 
Dennis Zeugschmidt of General Dynamics Convair 
Division in San Diego explained that his firm has com 
pie ted the validation stage of the Tomahawk and is in the 
development stage, one step from production. 
A federal contract has not been awarded yet on produc­ 
tion of a cruise missile, but General Dynamics officials 
are optimistic. 
if General Dynamics were to receive tin? federal con­ 
tract, the Tomahawk would be manufactured by Convair. 
Zeugschmidt explained that the Tomahawk, a modular 
missile, is 18 feet long and 21 inches in diameter 
He said that it can be launched externally or internally 
from a B-52 bomber, from a truck on the ground, from a 
surface vessel or a submarine 
He explained that the same test missile, equipped with 
a parachute, has been recovered as many as five times, 
and evaluated after each flight. 


Recovery after testing means a 90 percent savings in 
refurbishing, he explained 
He illustrated how the various modules of the missile, 
the guidance system, payloads, airframe, and propulsion 
system may be varied depending on the target and the 
launch base. 
He explained how the missile is delivered to its base in 
a steel or aluminum casing which is discarded after 
launch 
Zeugschmidt said that Tomahawk has a speed of 550 
miles per hour at less than 300 feet altitude 
Equipped with an on-board computer and a modified 
Harpoon guidance system, Tomahawk in flight matches 
land elevations with data programmed before flight 
He noted that since it is the same size as a Navy 
torpedo, it can be launched from a submarine. 
Zeugschmidt said that the Tomahawk will go “several 
thousand miles * 
He said that the Soviets are concerned about its 
capability, although they already have cruise missiles. 
* Tomahawk is on the catchy edge of our national 
defense picture.” he said 
He was accompanied to the meeting by Don 
Luehsinger, General Dynamics Pomona

Although other pep squad members range in age from 
their late teens to early 20s, Perkins and Ms Keran don’t 
consider their ages a handicap In many cases they have 
used their advance years to their advantage.

Keran. co-head pep girl. “ In fact, we try to emphasize it 
with administrators They listen more intently because 
we're not 18-year-olds they can shove in some corner ” 
Another use for that leverage of age is in recruiting fans

“Our age is an advantage when we re talking to older 
students.

And the younger kids on the squad look up to us., they 
listen to us, and they keep us young.” 
The only disadvantage the pair feels is in physical 
UmilaUoiis their age brings. 
“ I have never worked that hard in my entire life,” 
Perkins said of the ordeal of trying out for the squad 
“ I had trouble sitting down and getting back up again,” 
Ms. Keran added. 
Perkins has returned to school after a 10-year absence 
to study radio and television and Ms Keran is pursuing a 
degree in fine arts after a six-year absence 
They found it natural to get involved in cheer leading be­ 
cause that was an important part of their school days one 
and two decades ago. 


10,000 troops hunt terrorists 
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MEXICO CITY (AP) - The 
government put 10,000 police and 
troops on full alert today to hunt for 
a new left-wing terrorist group that 
claimed responsibility for the worst 
rash of bomb explosions in Mexico in 
decades 
Police said 23 blasts injured five 
persons and did an estimated $20 
million damage in Mexico City, 
Guadalajara and Oaxaca between 
midnight and 3 a.m. Wednesday. The 


police said 17 more homemade time 
bombs were found and disarmed. 
Police squads, detective units and 
special 
anti-guerrilla 
m ilitary 
squadrons were making surprise 
searches and manning roadblocks at 
numerous points in the country. One 
unofficial report said 13 suspects had 
been arrested and taken to a military 
compound outside Mexico City. 
Leaflets signed by the Union of the 
People, an organization not heard of 


previously, said it was responsible 
for the bombs. It called other left- 
wing terrorist groups “chicken“ and 
vowed to bring “Lenin’s revolution” 
to Mexico to stop “unemployment, 
hunger and exploitation imposed on 
the people by the dominant class 
Lawyer Jose Rojo Colorado, who 
defends accused leftist terrorists, 
told reporters in Oaxaca that the 
Union was founded in that city and 
had its headquarters there. He said 


the bombings were in retaliation for 
recent arrests of members of the 
Union and other leftist groups. 
Mexico City's police chief, Arturo 
Durazo. was quoted as saying the 
“principal leaders of the organiza- 
tion have been identified. 
Security forces also were hunting 
for armed gangs who kidnaped two 
doctors and three youths and killed 
the wife of one of the doctors in 
separate attacks Tuesday in small 


towns near Mexico City. But police 
blamed the kidnapings on the 23rd of 
September Communist League, 
heretofore the most active urban 
terrorist organization in the country. 
Police believed the bombings were 
timed to disrupt ceremonies Friday 
celebrating the 167th anniversary of 
Mexico’s independence from Spain. 
The bombs damaged or wrecked 
government buildings and busines­ 
ses, including Sears Roebuck and 


Wool worth stores, an American 
Motors dealer and a Pepsi Cota 
plant. Among targets whereune* 
ploded bombs were found were a 
General Motors assembly plant and 
the headquarters of the Colgate 
Palmolive subsidiary 
Guadalajara, the capital of Jalisco 
state, was hit hardest. Four depart­ 
ment stores, three banks 
local office of the Federal Power 
Commission were bombed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Clark McAdams Clifford wrote 
speeches for Harry Truman, was an intelligence adviser 
to John Kennedy, ran the Defense Department for Lyndon 
Johnson and now is trying to save Bert Lance for Jimmy 
Carter 
Unflappable, keenly intelligent, wise, charming and. 
above all, a realist, is the way friends and colleagues 
describe Clifford, a Washington lawyer who keeps return­ 
ing to the service of presidents 
This time he is counsel to a long-time friend of 1 resi­ 
dent Carter. He will be by the side of Bert Lance, the 
director of the Office of Management and Budget, as the 
former Georgia banker testifies before the Senate 
Governmental Affairs Committee. 
The Senate committee is looking into allegations about 
Lance’s financial affairs, his overdrafts at banks he ran 
and his use of bank-owned aircraft for personal or 
political business. 
Clifford was most recently aiding Carter in inter­ 
national affairs, serving as the President s special envoy 
to Cyprus. 
But his service to Democratic presidents goes back a 
long way. Clifford was a speechwriter for President 
Truman and helped plan Truman's 1948 election victory. 
He assisted in President Kennedy’s transition to the 
presidency, then became chairman of the Foreign In­ 
telligence Advisory Board. 
He was defense secretary for President Johnson, but 
later tried to persuade Johnson to end America s involve­ 
ment in Vietnam. 
During the Republican years, Clifford persisted in 
denouncing the Vietnam war, and built up a lucrative law 
practice with clients like General Electric, Du Pont, the 
International Telephone and Telegraph ( orp. and other 
corporate giants. 
, 
. . . 
He is considered a brilliant strategist and consultant 
who knows how to use his considerable expertise into 
Washington’s intricate network of power and influence. 


“There may be a more competent and intelligent 
lawyer in the United States, but 1 have not heard of him,’’ 
said Eugene Carusi, a Washington attorney and Clifford s 
golfing buddy. 
, 
The silver haired Gifford, who wears horn-rimmed 
glasses and conservative suits, said in an interview 
Wednesday that he has been working day and night since 
Sept. 5, when he agreed to take on the Lance case. He 
called it a “massive task.” 
He promised “quite a lot of new information that will 
make Lance “quite appealing to the people.’’ 
"I have been trying to prepare the best defense that I 
can I want to see that he gets a fair hearing and emerges 
with a restored reputation,” said Gifford 
Washington lawyers say Clifford s reputation will en­ 
dure no matter what the outcome of the Lance affair 
And Gifford himself said, “What takes place after the 
hearings is out of our hands. I don t know what Lance s 
views or the President’s views are (about Lance 
resigning). That’s a political decision I just want to give 
him the best opportunity to defend himself.” 
A Houston oil executive who does business with C li fiord 
savs the lawyer is careful in selecting his arguments. 
“There will be no radical contentions that will not bear 
the scrutiny of the noonday sun I wouldn't be surprised if 
Clifford doesn’t somehow get it across — very smoothly 
of course — that every member of Congress ... h a s done 
some similar things in their lives After all, these 
live in the real world. And if anything, Gifford

House panel OKs increase 
in S.S earning limitation 
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Man sought 
B u rglery 3 
for rape 
voung 'lookouts' held 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — Retired 
people could earn up to $4,600 next 
vear without losing Social Security 
benefits under a plan approved by a 
House subcommittee. 
Its chairman says the current limit 
reduces some elderly persons to 
eating pet food. 
Recipients who now earn more 
than $3,000 lose $1 in benefits for 
everv $2 they bring in above the ceil­ 
ing 
That limitation, says Rep. 
James A 
Burke, D-Mass., means 
some retirees are “living on a diet of 
cat and dog food 
In a move experts say could affect 
a million people, the House Ways and 
Means subcom m ittee on Social 
Security Wednesday tentatively ap­ 
proved raising the allowance in 1978 
Under the proposal, recipients 
could earn $6,000 in 1979 without fac­ 
ing an aid cutback. 
The limit on exempt earnings this 


vear is $3,000. It is expected to go to 
$3.240 in 1978 and $3.480 in 1979 under 
a provision of the existing law that 
ties benefits to inflation. 
The subcommittee’s move, ap­ 
proved 9 to 3, was a compromise 
between proposals to abolish the 
limitation and others for a smaller or 
later increase. Republicans had sug­ 
gested phasing out the limitation 
over three years. 
As part of the compromise, the 
subcommittee agreed that the whole 
subject would be considered again 
when the panel takes up long-range 
changes in Social Security, probably 
next year. 
The subcommittee is now putting 
together legislation to keep the 
deficit-plagued Social Security 
system alive. 
All the votes it is now taking are 
subject to later change or reversal. 


Burke, the panel chairman, 
predicted the move “wouldn’t get 50 
votes against it 
if it reaches the 
House floor 
Partly offsetting the cost of raising 
the income lid. the subcommittee 
voted to remove from the law a quirk 
that allows a retired person to earn 
as much as he can in a month if he 
forfeits his benefits for that month 
The cost of raising the earnings 
limit was estimated at $2 billion in 
1979, $2 4 billion in 1980 and $2.5 
billion in 1981. The savings from 
eliminating the monthly option were 
calculated at $400 million a year. 
The subcommittee recommended 
adding some six million federal, 
sta te and local g o v e r n m e n t 
employes to the system and voted to 
end the option state and local govern­ 
ments and nonprofit organizations 
have of withdrawing from Social 
Security,

BRUSSELS, 
Belgium 
(AP) — Common Market 
officials said today U.S. 
“ laxity” in continuing to 
import vast quantities of 
oil could aggravate the 
economic problems of 
Western Europe. 
A report prepared for a 
meeting next Monday of 
Common Market economic 
ministers warned that the 
high level of U.S. oil im­ 
ports will not only tend to 
increase world prices and 
reduce supplies, but also 
worsen the deficit in the 
U.S. trade balance. 


The proportion of im­ 
ported oil in the United 
States has been increasing 
steadily in recent years 
and is now approaching 50 
per cent. 


Because Western Europe 
Ts more dependent on im­ 
ported oil, it would be 
more sharply affected by 
rising prices. And any at­ 
tempt by the United States 
to reduce its trade deficit 
“ could have important 
consequences, particularly 
m the area of exchange 
rates, growth and in­ 
flation.” the report said. 


Reducing the deficit 
could be accomplished by 
increasing U.S. exports, 
cutting imports, or both. 
Such actions could se­ 
riously hurt Western 
Europe, which relies more 
on international trade than 
does the United States. 


The report warned the 
United States against “ too 
large a degree of laxity’’ 
on its oil imports 


The report also painted a 
gloomy picture of in­ 
creased unemployment 
and sluggish growth in 
Western Europe, up to 1980 
and perhaps even beyond. 


Officials of the European 
Commission, the Common 
Market executive body, 
said in a formal statement 
on the report, ’ the ques­ 
tion is whether our 
societies can envisage so 
large a number of un- 


employed without losing 
credibility and dignity. ’ 
Jean-Claude Morel, the 
Common Market official 
who presented the report 
to reporters, told them un- 


employment may continue 
to rise if there is not 
enough spending on new 
projects, public and 
private. 
In response to questions, 


Morel also said he believed 
more spending money 
should be put in the hands 
ot the poorest people in 
Europe by lowering their 
income tax rates.

SEN. WILLIAM CAMPBELL, R-33rd Dist., Whittier, 
chairman of the Senate Select Committee on Fire Ser­ 
vices. is the author of legislation passed by the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee to provide training to rural 
and volunteer firefighters in California 
Campbell said the bill, S. B 456. is "the most crucial 
bill affecting the quality of our fire protection capability 
to come out of the Legislature this year.” 
There are more than 50,000 firefighters in California 
and the majority will train under the new program if it 
becomes law. 


Three bills by SEN. RUBEN S. AYALA, 32nd Dist., 
Chino, have been signed into law by Governor Brown. 
Thev are S B 887. which authorizes audits of losing 
primary candidates’ reports immediately after the last 
date for filing, and the first report or statement following 
the primary election; S B. 190 which requires coroners to 
inquire into and determine the circumstances of all 
deaths in state mental hospitals, and S. B. 811, which 
makes it a misdemeanor for a driver or owner of any 
vehicle knowingly to permit any person to discharge a 
firearm unlawfully from the vehicle. 
"I feel this law will fill a gap in a previous law which 
only applied to the person driving or firing from a 
vehicle," said Ayala. "It would be especially beneficial in 
curtailing juvenile gang shootings." 


REP. JOHN H. ROUSSELOT. R 26th Dist , San 
Moreno, says that at long last there appears to be serious 
discussion in Congress about reforming tax laws. 
He points out that the average wage earner in this 
country pays anywhere from 35 to 40 per cent of every 
dollar earned in some form of taxation each year. 
Federal taxes are 20 to 30 per cent and going up Projec­ 
tions are that by 1980 taxes will go over 50 per cent unless 
government stops spending and taxing. Rousseiot said 
"Let us hope the members of Congress do not prepare 
another reform package that glitters with promise while 
including hidden and subtle ways to increase revenues for 
more spending,” he added. 


In another statement, ROUSSELOT warned that the 
Social Security system is in “ serious financial trouble.” 
He said that if the federal government continues to 
manage the Social Security trust funds under established 
procedures, the funds will be exhausted by the early 
1980s 
"If Social Security were disbanded today," said Rous­ 
seiot, “ it would need more than 14 trillion in additional 
funds just to pay its present obligations — $20,000 to every 
man. woman and child in the country 
"We must, therefore, begin untangling this intricate 
problem. ’

CRANSTON introduced legislation in the U. S. Senate to 
finance a land rehabilitation program in an expanded 
Redwood National Park in Northern California that could 
create 400 new jobs next year 
The employment figure, he said, would rise to 1,013 jobs 
by 1980. 
He proposes an amendment to his Redwood National 
Park Expansion Bill, S. B 1976, authorizing an appropria­ 
tion of $33 million over the next three years to rehabilitate 
lands within the watershed area.

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When the f i r s t Los 
Angeles County Fair was 
held in 1922, its budget of 
$100.000 was considered big 
business. 
In fact, some folks 
doubted that the fair could 
survive under such a finan­ 
cial burden. 
Now, 49 fairs later, 
there's little doubt of its 
importance to the local 
economy and welfare, 
reports Phil D. Shepherd, 
secretary-manager of the 
fair association. 
The fair’s 1976 budget 
was $6.8 million, and the 
P om on a-D iam on d 
Bar 
area benefited directly to 
the tune of $1.2 million. 
Shepherd stressed 
Em ploym ent, full and 
part time, was provided 
for 350 persons in that 
area. 
Salaries and wages paid 
amounted 
to $448.084.18, 
and $809,040.18 was paid 
out by the fair for goods 
and services. 
L o cal horse owners 
received $8.785 in purses 
and exhibitors in the fair's 
20 major competitive divi­ 
sions took home $3.182.25 in 
prize money. 
The greater Pomona 
trading area of Claremont, 
San Dimas, Montclair, 
Chino, Ontario and Upland 
economv was enhanced by 
$959.638 64 as the result of 


the annual fair. 
All other Los Angeles 
County areas benefited in 
the amount of $1,823,161.18. 
The City of Pomona 
collected an admission tax 
on fair visitors as well as a 
sales tax for goods and ser­ 
vices purchased by conces­ 
sionaires and exhibitors. 
Shepherd said that not 
reflected in those figures is 
the indirect revenue gained 
by the community from 
money spent by thousands 
of people who are an in­ 
tegral part of the fair: the 
c o n c e s s i o n a i r e s , 
e x ­ 
hibitors, racing personnel, 
t h e ir e m p l o y e s and 
families. 
Sheph erd s a id that 
another fair plus is the fact 
that tax dollars are not 
used for the operation of 
the 17-day exposition. 
Aside from a $250,000 
grant from the Division of 
Fairs and Expositions in 
S ac ra m e n to , the fair 
generates all its own 
operating capital. 
That grant isn’t tax con­ 
nected either. Those funds 
come from a tax imposed 
on pari-mutuel wagering 
throughout the state. 
Last year. Pomona paid 
more than $1 million to the 
state as its share of the 
pari-mutuel tax collected 
from the bettors during the

B E IR U T , Lebanon 
(A P) — New cases of 
cholera were reported 
Wednesday in the Is­ 
raeli-o ccu p ied 
W est 
Bank and in Iran. But 
health officials said the

hardest hit. 
Iso la te d c a s e s of 
c h o l e r a 
w e r e 
also 
reported in Britain and 
The Netherlands among 
recent arrivals from the 
Middle East. 
Officials of the World 
Health Organization in 
Geneva said the disease 
is “not spreading un­ 
d u l y ” 
b e y o n d 
the 
epidemic centers. 
The Iraq news agency 
said 30 persons were 
stricken with cholera in 
the town of Hamadan in 
Iran and two cases were 
reported for the first 
time in the West Bank 
of the Jordan River. 
Kuwait called for a 
meeting of Arab League 
health ministers in 
Cairo for Sept. 24 to dis­ 
cuss ways of preventing 
new 
o u t b r e a k s of 
cholera. 
M o s l e m 
p r i e s t s 
throughout the Arab 
world opened the three- 
day holiday of Bairam 
with prayers asking for 
Allah’s help against the 
disease. 
In 
S y r i a , 
which 
reported the biggest 
outbreak, officials said 
th e 
n u m b e r 
of 
hospitalized cases drop­ 
ped from 2.300 to just 
over 2,000. The number

"decreasing 
substan* 
tially,” officials said. 
About 70 persons died 
of the disease in Syria. 
In Jordan. 
Health 
Minister 
Abdulrauf 
Rawabdeh 
said

cases were down by half 
and the total number 
hospitalized was down 
from 261 to 201 with no 
deaths. 
In Lebanon, where 18 
instances of cholera 
have been

rt ported, officials were 
silt nt about new cases. 
Unofficial sources said 
the number of cases was 
somewhat higher with 
three deaths. 
C holera 
is a g a s­ 
trointestinal 
disease 
spread prim arily by 
m icrobes carried in

taminating food and 
water. Flies are often 
instrumental in the 
spread of the microbes 
from fecal matter to 
food or drink. The 
symptoms are diarrhea, 
v o m i t i n g , 
s e v e r e 
dehydration, 
m uscle 
cramps, weakness and a 
gray pallor of the skin.

inoculations,

High school site in Diamond Bar approved

The question of just how many high schools will be in 
the Pomona school district in the next five years made 
itself painfully obvious Wednesday night as the Pomona 
school board voted 3-1 to acquire and build a high school 
on a 43.5-acre site at the northeast comer of of Golden 
Springs Road and the Pomona Freeway in Diamond Bar. 


Serious questions of ethnic balance were implied in the 
discussion surrounding the board s action as trustee 
Eugene Whitlock moved initially that the board acquire 
the $900,000 site and that the school built there become 
one of the district’s three comprehensive high schools 
rather than an additional fourth high school. 
This created a lengthy discussion, with trustee C Allen 
Braswell renewing his opposition to the high school on 
what he termed insufficient enrollment projections to 


warrant a high school in the area 
Board President Don Donnelly said that making the 
high school in Diamond Bar the district's third high 
school would create “a great busing problem for the dis­ 
trict. 
Donnelly said that public education does not belong in 
the busing business. 
The issue became particularly hot when Braswell asked 
that the board approve a motion assuring the voters 
that the new high school would abide with the 14th amend­ 
ment to the Constitution, that section dealing with 
citizenship rights. 


Braswell had earlier asked for an amendment to the 
motion to acquire and build the high school that would 
have called for the ethnic ratio of the schoool to reflect 
the ethnic ratios of the entire district 
At one point, when Diamond Bar Municipal Advisory 


I Councilman George Resh noted that many Diamond Bar 
residents send their children to parochial schools rather 
than Ganesha High School, Braswell retorted, "I have 
never actively sought to deprive a child of a religious 
education ’ * 
But it was Braswell's insistence on the Constitutional 
question that irked his colleagues. 
Said trustee Frances Livingston. “I don't feel as though 
I have to reaffirm anything.’' 


Mrs. Livingston said she felt the oath of office she had 
taken upon being seated as a board member was suf­ 
ficient to meet any consitutional needs. 
She was joined in her sentiments by both Whitlock and 
Donnelly. Whitlock said that such a motion implied on the 
board’s part it would otherwise not meet its Con­ 
stitutional obligations. 
Donnelly denounced Braswell’s request as a political 


ploy 
Should the district make the high school in Diamond 
Bar a fourth high school, considerable ethnic balance 
questions might be raised. The Diamond Bar high school 
area would be predominantly white and Ganesha High 
School area would be predominantly black. 


If the Diamond Bar high school became a third high 
school and Ganesha High School were closed, then the 
new school’s ethnic balance would be much the same as 
Ganesha^ 
The board also voted 4-0 (trustee C. J Mendoza was 
absent) to have the superintendent negotiate the fine 
points of a contract for the purchase of the land from the 
Transamerica Development Corp. 
That purchase, of course, will be contingent on a bond 
election thus far tentatively planned for sometime next 
spring. 


Progress Kill let in 
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Bonita board 
unanimously 
approves pact

The 15-month long contract dispute 
between Bonita school district 
teachers and the school board has 
ended — but some teachers are still 
unhappy 
The board unanimously ratified 
the two-year contract Wednesday 
night which teachers had approved 
on a 191 to 28 vote Monday morning. 
T hat ended the n e g o tia tio n 
stalemate, but evidently not the 
hostility expressed by teachers 
“I still don’t feel they (the board 
negotiators) gave us a fair shake.’’ 
Dick Gale, vice president of the 
Bonita Unified Teachers Association 
(BUTA) said after Wednesday s 
meeting “Those people play rough 
— they try to intimidate you. 
“ I’jn glad we got a contract, but I 
can’t say we did that well 
Gale noted it was unlikely that 
teachers and the board will now 
become “ kissing cousins 
just 
because the dispute was settled 
The contract, which was the first 
one negotiated in the district under 
the state's collective bargaining law. 
calls for a *T 8 per Cent salary in­ 
crease over the teachers 1975-76 pay 
schedule. 
It also provides a 38 per cent In­ 
crease in fringe benefits Teachers 
will be getting an average of $1,100 
per year for benefits such as medical 
and dental plans and tax shelter an­ 
nuities. 
The agreement includes wage and 
fringe benefit reopeners in March of 
1978 and binding arbitration of 
grievances — considered a major 
victory for teachers. 
An extra “sweetener” will be $500 
in a lump sum given to those 
teachers who are returning from last 
vear. Cost of that to the district will 
be $146,000. 
Supt. James Johnson outlined the 
contract for trustees Wednesday, 
and they approved it without com­ 
ment. “ In my opinion, it’s an ex­ 
cellent contract.” 
Johnson pointed out that class 
sizes will be kept to a maximum of 30 
students per teacher If the load ex­ 
ceeds 31 students per class, a new 
teacher would be hired, he said 
Cost of the entire package to the 
district will be $700,000, said 
Johnson The agreement extends un­ 
til June 30, 1979 but permits wage 
•reopeners, giving teachers a chance 
to obtain an increase for 1978-79. 
Gale stated that teachers “ got 
nothing ' for the 1976-77 school year, 


Census takers sought 
Additional applications are being 
sought by the City of Pomona for 
temporary jobs being filled in con­ 
nection with a special city census 
The city will need 175 persons to 
work on the special census to be con­ 
ducted from Sept 26 through Oct. 21.

and the 7.8 percent is only for 1977-78. 
He added that teachers had agreed 
not to strike for the remainder of the 
contract period under a “concerted 
activities” clause. Teachers also 
failed to gain an “ agency shop 
proposal which would require all 
Bonita teachers to be members of 
BUTA 
BUTA’s original request for 1977- 
78 was a 15.36 percent pay hike, “We 
couldn’t quite afford that,” said 
Johnson. Teachers had rejected a 3 
percent hike for 1976-77. 
Board President Eugene Bowers 
said after the meeting he was 
“delighted ’ the contract was set­ 
tled, “but I'm sorry it took so long to 
occur. Now we can get down to 
business and take care of the 
children in the district. 
Johnson said the anticipated 
receipt of new state monies had 
given the district enough funds to af­ 
ford the 7.8 percent boost. He had 
maintained earlier the district was 
too poor to afford more than a small 
wage increase..

Employers who hire illegal aliens 
in Los Angeles County may soon 
have to foot their medical expenses 
The county Board of Supervisors is 
calling for an ordinance that would 
make the employers responsible for 
bills left unpaid by those who are liv­ 
ing here illegally. 
Supervisor Peter Sc ha ba rum says 
the county’s m edical services 
provide many million dollars in 


health care to illegal aliens who 
can’t afford to pay for their own, 
from simple checkups to pregnan­ 
cies and major operations 
The ordinance was requested by 
Supervisor James Hayes who said he 
was tired of waiting for help from 
other sources 
“We have waited too long and been 
disappointed too often in our hope 
that solutions to our problems would 
come from the federal or state 
governments,” he declared. 


Hayes said for many months now 
the mass illegal entry of aliens has 
been a prominent national and local 
issue, and “nowhere is the problem 
more pressing than in Los Angeles 
County.” 
He claimed that according to the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service there are 700,000 illegal 
aliens living in the county, about one 
out of every 10 residents. 
“They Impose a substantial load 
upon services financed by county 


taxes.** he added “Seven hundred 
thousand people, no matter where 
they come from, inevitably bring 
with them great needs for schools, 
fire protection, law enforcement ser­ 
vices, courts, sanitation services and 
other things ’ 
However. 
Hayes contended, 
nowhere is the extra load felt more 
heavilv than in the department of 
health services He said a report two 
months ago set the cost of such ser­ 
vices for illegal aliens at more than 


$50 million a year 
“Although the county is paid back 
for some of these costs, I am ad­ 
vised that most of this amount us 
paid out of the county general 
funds. ” he said. 
Hayes said he felt that while it 
would be cruel to withdraw medical 
servic«*s from aliens, the county had 
to recoup some of the costs 
He called for an ordinance within 
30 days that would m ake the 
employers responsible for payment. 


Four of 15 against incorpora tion 
Tri-communities city council candidates split

The fight between Alta Loma 
separatists and proponents of the tri­ 
communities incorporation con­ 
tinued to smolder Wednesday. 
Four of 15 candidates for the 
Rancho Cucamonga City Council, 
which would be formed if the voters 
in Alta Loma, Cucamonga and 
Etiwanda vote to incorporate, told a 
Cucamonga Chamber of Commerce 
audience they are against forming 
the city 
Each of the four, Earl R Kunkel, 
Lee Nelsen Carl P Stark and Wanda 
R Dixon wants Alta Loma incor­ 
porated by itself 
“ 1 am against incorporation of the 
three cities into one ” said Kunkel. 
He said he was running for the 
Rancho Cucamonga council to serve 
as a “ watchdog” on the new city in 
the event incorporation is approved 
“ I believe in small communities, 
where the people have a bigger 


voice 1 want to see the area main­ 
tain its identity,” said Nelsen 
Stark and Mrs Dixon, who was 
represented at the luncheon by Alta 
Loma Alone leader Mary Barlow, 
said taxes would be higher and 
citizen control reduced if the three 
communities become one city 
Those opinions were assailed by 
the remainder of the candidates, 
however 
“ Incorporation should have hap­ 
pened before now Some years ago 1 
supported the incorporation of 
Cucamonga Unfortunately it failed, 
Today we face the same problems 
we could have solved then 
said 
Leonard R Gorczyca 
If incorporation fails, said Gorc­ 
zyca, Upland, Ontario and Fontana 
will reach out in annexation efforts. 
“Time is running out The area 
will be chapped up and will lose its 
individual integrity, 
he said. 
F rag m en ta tio n of the tri- 
communities through annexation to 


surrounding cities, said Jon D 
Mikels, will eventually mean higher 
taxes and little local control. 
“ A beautiful, well balanced city 
does not happen haphazardly. Inc or 
poration is needed immediately, 
said Mikels. 
Phyllis D. Godlin criticized the 
Alta Loma Alone candidates 
• An e litis t enclave is not 
feasible,” she said. 
Mrs Godlin, a resident of Alta 
Ixnna herself, described the com­ 
mercial and industrial areas in 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda as “essen­ 
tial” to creation of a balanced com­ 
munity 
“ None of the three cities can sue 
cessfully incorporate by itself 
without significantly increasing local 
property taxes,” said Bob Prasser 
He and other candidates favoring 
incorporation said no property tax 
increase would be needed during the 
first year if incorporation is ap­ 
proved. 


The tax r a te fo r R an ch o 
Cucamonga, if incorporated, would 
be set at 36 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation for the first year. 
Most of the candidates supporting 
formation of the city agreed that the 
first important step for the new city 
will be creation of a strong planning 
department and commission 


“Growth cannot be stopped. But 
we must work with developers to in­ 
sure quality All three areas have to 
work together,’* said Herman 
Rempel. 
While the candidates generally 
agreed that Incorporation would 
provide needed local control of 
growth, they disagreed with the con­ 
tention that Rancho Cucamonga 
would erase the individuality of each 
of the tri-communities 
Nearly half of the candidates 
stated they would support the 
“ village concept’’ or “ two-tier 
form of local government. 


Under that system, the elected 
council would appoint or otherwise 
form citizen councils in Alta Loma. 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda Each of 
the citizen councils would review 
developments and other matters per­ 
taining to its “village” and make 
recommendations to the elected 
council.

Compared with the children of more affluent 
families the prevalence of heart disease among the 
poor is three tim es as great. Six tim es as many low- 
income youngsters have hearing im pairm ents and 
five tim es as many have m ental illness. 
In theory, there is no m ore m eritorious missi 
for this country's federal, state and ,1?calH^®ve.r? ' 
m ent h e a lth ag en cies than to identify the 
debilitating medical problems of 
youngsters and provide treatm ent at a cost their 
families can afford.

In practice, a federal law passed almost a < ^ a<*e 
ago mandated the operation of just such a Pro^ ‘1™’ 
Known as E arly and Periodic Screening, Diagnosis 
and Treatm ent or EPSDT. 
But little has been done to improve the lot of 
millions of sick and needy children because of a dis- 
graceful record in insensitivity, incompetence and 
even hostility on the part of those who w ere sup­ 
posed to adm inister EPSDT. 
, 
, 
Although the law requiring the joint federal-state 
program becam e effective in January 1968, 
gave 
the D epartm ent of Health. Education and Welfare 
(HEW) 18 months to draft the necessary regula­ 
tions and explain to the states the addition of 
EPSDT to the Medicaid program . 
When the target date of July 1. 
however, virtually nothing had been done. In fact It 
wasn't until early 1972 - m ore t h 
a n four v e a n after 
,he law was passed and 2W v 
e a 
r s ^ 
r the progran. 
was supposed to be operating - that HEW s regula 
tions finally took effect.

The potential of the program probably was bw t

Jack Anderson and L e s VWytten 
Mississippi DA fails lie test 


Thoughts 


WASHINGTON - 
In an earlier 
column, we reported that some in­ 
fluential Mississippi politicians 
maneuvered behind the scenes to 
quash an investigation of a vice 
squad officer after he warned 
privately: “ If I go down, I’m not go­ 
ing down alone 
The threat came from Lt. John 
Moulder, the former head of the 
Jackson, Miss., vice squad, after the 
FBI began investigating charges that 
lie coerced a young woman to submit 
to his sexual demands. 
like the Watergate case, this at­ 
tempt to cover up a minor, if sordid, 
offense may develop into a major 
scandal We have learned, for exam­ 
ple. that Moulder has been closely 
linked with Jackson s powerful and 
popular district attorney. Ed F»eters. 
An undercover agent for the 
state’s organized crime task force 
has accused both Moulder and Peters 
of negotiating to take payoffs to 
protect prostitution. When we con- 
Irunted Peters with the charge, he 
vigorously denied lt and ottered to 
take a lie detector test. We agreed to 
give him the test 
At first, he backed out of the offer 
but finally took the test from his own 
hand-picked polygraph operator But 
he agreed to allow an independent 
operator to monitor the testing Both 
experts reported back to us that 
Peters failed the lie detector test. 
Here are the details 
The 
force hired 336-pound 
Manfred Baron, alias the Fat Man. 
four years ago to infiltrate the Dixie 
Mafia. This is a loose association of 
criminals who hijack trucks, fence 
stolen goods, procure prostitutes and 
engage in other illegal pursuits. 
Huron started out on the wrong 
side of the law and wound up with a 
prison record for various crimes 
Hut he has been using his knowledge 
of the underworld for the past 15 


years to help lawmen catch and con­ 
vict top criminals. A police officer, 
who has worked intimately with 
Baron for years, told us his secret 
reports have always been completely 
accurate 
In his reports to the task force, he 
related that he had posed as an out- 
of-state gangster seeking political 
protection for a stable of prostitutes. 
He was directed to a Jackson paving 
contractor named Leo Hall, who has 
been convicted of two felonies. 
Baron’s secret reports quote Hall 
as telling him that protection money 
should be paid to District Attorney 
Peters, Baron eventually was in­ 
troduced to Lt. Moulder who was 
identified as the district attorney's 
personal representative 
Police officers staked out Baron s 
meeting with Hall and Moulder. The 
undercover agent also made a secret 
tape recording of his conversations 
with Hall. 
With this evidence to back up his 
story. Baron reported to tl»e task 
force that Hall and Moulder 
demanded a WOO weekly payoff for 
the protection of 10 prostitutes. The 
protection money would be shared, 
they said, with Peters. 
All three denied Baron’s account 
when we confronted them The dis­ 
tric t atto rn e y was the m ost 
emphatic, and offered to take a lie 
detector test. 
But we could find no competent 
Mississippi polygraph operator who 
would touch the case The head of the 
Mississippi State Polygraph Associa­ 
tion. Sam Ivey, warned us that an 
out-of-state operator might risk 
arrest if he administered the test 
without a Mississippi license Ivey us 
a triend, we learned, of the district 
attorney. 
, 
Finally, we agreed to let Peters 
handplcked polygraph man ad­ 
minister the test, and he agret*d to 


let an independent expert monitor it. 
We also agreed not to print the 
allegations against Peters if the tests 
showed he was telling tin* truth 
The respected Franklin Security 
Systems of Norfolk, Va., sent an ex­ 
pert to oversee the test. We were 
also represented by Dennis Smith, 
the Peabody Award-winning in 
vestigative reporter for WLBT-TV in 
Jackson, who has worked with our 
reporters on the story. 
Peters was asked by the polygraph 
operator: “ In 1974, did you send Lt 
Moulder to meet with Leo Hall to set 
up protection for prostitution in 
Jackson or in Hinds County0 Peters 
said he did not, but the machine 
showed he was lying. 
On the second examination, the 
question was reworded: “ Did you 
tell John Moulder to go meet with 
U>o Hall for the purpose of setting up 
prelection of prostitutes in Jackson 
or In Hinds County?’’ Again Peters 
denied it, and again the machine 
showed he was not telling the truth. 
Both Franklin’s operator, David 
Oiler, and Peters' polygrapher. 
David Bethea, a g re e d upon the 
readings Oiler told us the polygraph 
is 96 to 97 percent accurate 
Peters, nevertheless, continued to 
insist he is innocent of any wrongdo^ 
ing The sex charge against Moulder 
' has been dropped, meanwhile, after 
Sen. James Eastland, D-Miss., com­ 
plained to the Justice Department 
about the FBI investigation There is 
no reason to believe Eastland had 
any direct knowledge of the case He 
intervened, apparently, at the 
request of political friends in Missis­ 
sippi 
Moulder was dropped from the 
vice squad but remains on duty with 
the police force. He has been as­ 
signed, interestingly, as the liaison 
officer between the Jackson police 
and District Attorney Peters

Doubtful need 
to reveal age

Is it reallv necessary to display one s birth date 
on the driver's license? The question resurfaces 
from time to time at the state Department of Motor 
Vehicles^is a result of complaints from citizens. 
Although the protests are largely from women 
ostom anlv coy about their age. a surpnsng 
number of' males also indicate sensitivity to the 


“ limu a few years ago the license contained both 
the date of birth and the age at time of issuance 
But objections finally persuaded officials that Uu 
practice was redundant and the age was dropped 
Date of birth, however, remains as part«of ^em for 
mation presently required by law to be printed or 


thBut°new impetus for deleting the birth date ha> 
been given by recent publicity given legislative ef 
forts to protect individual rights to privacy^ 
^ ^ 
Departmental authorities maintain it is essentia 
to know the age of driver apphcants. S i^ e the ^ws 
prescribe the minimum age of eligibility for a 
license and statistics on driver performance make 
it incumbent for DMV to watch for certain^ in­ 
dicators of impaired driving ability in the elderly, 
their position seems justified. 
Not so meritorious is the claim of law enforce 
ment officials that the showing of age on a drivers 
license is an aid when stopping motonsts for traffic 
violations. As DMV personnel point out, in any 
question of identity or involvement in a serious of­ 
fense, the police have access to almost instant com­ 
puterized checks. 
Even if law enforcement could make a convincing 
case for age information on the license, DMV says 
it would be* a simple matter to devise a code which 
would not be known to the general public but would 
serve the police purposes. 
What appears to be closer to the truth of the mat­ 
ter is that the age and other detail which appears on 
the license is there for the accommodation o 
merchants and other non-governmental operators 
who have increasingly come to rely on the license 
as an identification card. And it is this demand for 
the license, and the inevitable disclosure of one s 
age. when cashing a check or obtaining credit which 
ires the ladies the most. 
The irony of this widespread useage is the alm ost 
blind acceptance of the driver’s license as a bona 
fide testam ent of one s identity. 


While it is true that for the m ajority of citizens 
the licenses presented are valid representations, it 
is also a fact that they are no guarantee of one s 
credit. More im portant, they are not reliable iden­ 
tification. For it is not difficult for anyone with in­ 
tent to defraud to acquire any number of driver s 
licenses, each under a different name, replete with 
varying descriptions as to height, weight, color of 
eyes and hair, birth date and address. With wigs 
and theatrical makeup, even the pictures can be dif­ 
ferent. 


Officials not only concede this is possible but ad­ 
mit it happens. As one DMV official stated, the 
situation will continue until the day when driver ap­ 
p lic a n ts 
a re fin g erp rin ted , 
som ething 
the 
leg islatu re repels at authorizing 


What it seems to boil down to is that the state un 
officially is operating a program to benefit retail 
creditors which subjects honest persons to un­ 
w arranted invasions of privacy while dishooest and 
fraudulent people find the identification system 
easy to beat.

pie It does not have the control of 
the Congress It does not have eon 
trois which any other independent 
business would have — with 
stockholders and proflt-and-loss 
statements.’’ 
And of course it does not have any 
competition. Indeed, there is a 
federal law prohibiting competition. 
You — personally, individually — arv 
prohibited from delivering a letter to 
your neighbor’s mailbox 
Personally, Attorney General Sen 
dak favors return of the Postal Ser­ 
vice to congressional supervision 
Then, at least, extravagances would 
be periodically ventilated and cur­ 
tailed. 
As is, he says, the cost of sending a 
13-cent first class letter is eight 
cents 
That indicates five cents 
worth of waste or fraud someplace 


It could be waste In addition to the 
disproportionate pay scale for postal 
workers — and the fact that they 
cannot be fired even for inefficiency 
— there are grotesque examples of 
postmasters making more than 
$16,000 a vear assisted by clerks 
making $6 91 an hour though they 
handle postal business amounting to 
only about $5.000 a year' 
The Postal Service is right now 
purchasing jeeps existing seven and 
eight thousand dollars each — 
purchasing them by the hundreds of 
thousands, 
The National Association uf At­ 
torneys General has designated 
of its own, Ohio Attorney General 
William Brown, as consumer protec­ 
tion chairman 
It was he who buildogged the ex­ 
pose of GM engine switches 
It is be, in your behalf, who will 
probe the pricing, payroll practices 
and control of the Portal Service. 
Hardworking, efficient and honest 
postal employees — instead of 
resenting and resisting this effort — 
should want to assist it in any way 
they can.

Be perfectly candid. Tell her you

Four administration of­ 
ficials urged the Senate on 
Tuesday to pass legislation 
requiring the health warn­ 
ings on product labels and 
in advertising. 
Canadian studies have 
shown that sacch arin , 
widely used in diet foods 
and diet sodas, causes 
cancer in animals and may 
cause bladder cancer in 
humans.

a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
apparently is resorting to 
health warnings in view of 
i n d ic a tio n s t h a t l a w ­ 
m akers. under pressure 
from many voters, are 
unwilling to perm it the 
government to ban most 
sales of saccharin. 
The Senate is preparing 
to act on legislation that 
would delay for 18 months 
a proposed Food and Drug 
Administration prohibition 
on the marketing of foods 
and beverages containing 
the sugar substitute.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Carter is propos­ 
ing rules that cut four 
years off the normal time 
the government may keep 
most top secrets, but he 
suggests agencies can 
make employes sign 
promises to stay mum 
while the secrets are un­ 
der wraps 
In a draft of an executive 
order obtained by The As­ 
sociated Press, the Presi­ 
dent suggests a standard 
secrecy agreement be 
developed for all agencies 
that want employes to sign 
them “as a precondition of 
access to classified infor­ 
mation and material. 
Under present rules, the 
government can keep its 
top secrets for 10 years 
without a special exten­ 
sion. Some agencies now 
use secrecy agreements. 
But only a few. including 
the CIA, require them 
from prospective employes 
before they are hired. 
The Supreme Court said 
two years ago that such 
secrecy agreements give 
the CIA the right to censor 
the writings of former 
employes. 
Because of the agree­ 
ments, the court rejected 
First Amendment free­ 
dom - of - the - press claims 
by Victor Marchetti and 
John D. Marks, who 
said they should be permit­ 
ted to publish “The CIA 
and the Cult of In ­ 
telligence.” a critical ac­ 
count of the agency, 
without prior censorship. 
The censorship resulted 
in a number of deletions 
Carter, who has pledged 
an open administration, 
asked his staff last June to 
review the government s 
entire secrecy system The 
executive-order draft 
resulted. In a first for such 
orders, the draft will be 
sent this month to agen­ 
cies. congressional com­ 
mittees and interested 
non - government groups 
for their comment. 
Then the National 
Security Council and 
Carter's domestic affairs 
staff will decide on the 
final form to present to 
Carter for his signature. 
With Carter's signature, 
the order will replace 
st'crecy rules set by for­ 
mer I»resident Richard M. 
Nixon in 1972. 
Asked about the Carter 
draft, Gary Barron, a 
member of the* National 
Security Council staff who 
helped write it, said the se­ 
crecy agreements were a 
thing the lawyers did ... 
The whole idea was to have 
something uniform. This 
thing was not put in there 
to enjoin any publications 
That was not the intent.’’ 
Barron called the six- 
year limit on classification 
in all designations, in­ 
cluding top secret, 
the 
most effective part” of the 
executive order. 
The draft places a six- 
year limit on secret clas- 
sifica tio n s as well. 
Presently, the normal 
limit on classifications in 
that category is eight 
years. The draft maintains 
the present six-year Umit 
on confidential clas­ 
sifications. 
But it lets anyone with 
top-secret classification 
authority grant extensions 
in all categories for up to 
20 vears. After review at 
that time, the extensions 
could be renewed for up to 
10 years at a time. 
Barron conceded this 
could keep information 
c la sallied indefinitely. But 
he said making lower, 
authority classifiers seek 
out top-secret classifiers 
for extensions would mean 
fewer extensions 
Relatively few persons 
have top secret authority, 
Barron said, and "hopeful­ 
ly someone with top secret 
authority would be more 
responsible and say no 
Uke the Nixon rules, the 
Carter draft bans any clas­ 
sification “in order to con­ 
ceal violations of law, Inef­ 
ficiency or administrative 
error, tor) to prevent em­ 
barrassment.” But, like 
the Nixon rules, it provides 
only administrative sanc­ 
tions 
Barron said Atiy Gen 
Griffin Ball rejected 
anythin stronger 
Under other terms of the 
draft 
—Except for presidential 
papers and m aterial 
originated by bis advisers 
all classified materials are 
subject to review for poe*» 
bte declassification at the 
request of “an agency or 


member of the public, 
provided the request 
describes the material suf­ 
ficiently to enable the 
agency having custody to 
locate it with a reasonable 
amount of effort.” 
Under the Nixon rules, 
classified materials were 
not subject to such review 
for 10 years. However, 
they were subject to 
review anytime under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act. Under both the Carter 
draft and the Nixon rules, 
presidential materials are 
exempted from any review 
for 10 years. 
—Nothing may be clas­ 
sified in the first place un­ 
less It meets at least one of 
13 criteria, all related to 
national security. Taken 
together, the criteria spell 
out precisely w*hat com­ 
prises national security. 
The Nixon rules con­ 
tained no such criteria.

a rm in g voung black men in America is not accidents 
or any single disease but violent, intentional killing, 


a study says. 


Researchers surveying homicides in Cleveland 
discovered that the overall homicide rate increased 
320 per cent between 1958 and 1974. 


They found that about 20 no^'hites died of 
homicide in Cleveland for every white rom 958 to 
1902 and 12 nonwhites for every white from 19« to 
1974. 
The study also showed that the age of most vic­ 
tims dropped from the early 40s to the late 20s. 
“ The homicide trends reported in this stu<ty 
shock us,” the researchers wrote. ‘ What happened 
in Cleveland reflects, in a magnified way, national 
trends during the same period.’ 
In Washington, Alice Haywood, a spokesman tor 
the National Center for Health Statistics, an af?en(^y 
of the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, said that nationally homicides were the

called “ substitution.” 
San F ran cisco m a n ­ 
power boss Eunice Elton 
says: "If welfare workers 
are of any use at all. there 
will be a tendency to rely 
cm them .” 
- A s Mrs. W illiam s 
points out, the minimum 
wage w on ’t allow the 
welfare work force to es­ 
cape poverty without also 
drawing cash welfare 
benefits — especially in ex­ 
pensive cost-of-living areas 
like New York or Califor- 
n ia . D e p e n d e n c y on 
welfare will continue. 
Typically, a mother or 
father heading a family of 
four would receive benefits 
of $1,444 to supplement the 
minimum wage of $5,512. 
T h e s e a r e th e key 
problem areas that sur­ 
faced in discussions with 
public officials, manpower 
experts, union leaders and 
welfare recipients from 
Seattle to Baltimore, San 
Francisco to New York. 


Can Carter welfare plan 
help stabilize family? 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) 
— Suzette Dankenbring 
says President C arter s 
welfare package won’t br­ 
ing back her man. 
• My h u s b a n d j u s t 
walked out on me with 25 
cents in my pocket,’ said 
the frail redhead, her eyes 
rimmed with crimson as 
sh e w a lk e d f r o m an 
Ingham County welfare of- 
fice. 
In her left hand she 
c lu tc h e d a bundle of 
welfare application forms. 
In her right hand was 
another in the day’s chain 
of cigarettes 
Her lined 
forehead made her look 
older than her 26 years. 
She and te r two daughters 
were joining the ranks of 
l i t e r a l l y m i l li o n s of 
d e s e r te d fa m ilie s on 
welfare. 
Does she want te r hus­ 
band back? “ I don t 
know,” she answered 
quietly. 
Would more money help? 
“ No.” 
Would a measure like the 
Carter plan help? “ No, 
she says. “ That's not 
what’s going to do it for my 


family, it’s him. It’s my 
husband He’s got to work 
out a few things for him­ 
self. * 
The President is selling 
his plan partly on grounds 
that it is ” profamily ’ It is 
true that his proposed com 
bination of e x p a n d e d 
benefits, public jobs and 
tax breaks eliminates cur­ 
rent financial incentives 
for husbands to desert 
their wives and children, 
leaving them for the tax­ 
payers to support 
But th e fin d in g s of 
current research question 
whether these incentives 
really cause, much family 
splitting. And C arter’s plan 
does not do very much to 
cure what many social 
r e s e a r c h e r s , 
w e lf a r e 
a d m i n i s t r a t o r s 
and 
welfare recipients say are 
the real causes of broken 
families on welfare: alco­ 
holism, drug abuse, wife- 
b e a t i n g a n d m e n t a l 
cruelty. 
Experts interviewed by 
The A ssociated P re ss 
suggest new federal ser­ 
vices, such as family 
counseling, are what is 


needed 
In a recent message to 
Congress, Carter picked a 
hypothetical Michigan 
family of four, similar to 
Mrs. 
Dankenbring s, to 
i l l u s t r a t e the fam ily 
breakup incentive which he 
proposes to remove The 
fictional fatter worked at 
the minimum wage and 
had a total income, in­ 
cluding food sUmps and 
Ux credits, of $5,922. 
“ But if the fatter leaves, 
the family will be eligible 
for 
benefits 
totalling 
$7,076,” the President said. 
For one thing, Mrs. Dan 
kenbring said her husband 
worked for far more than 
the minimum wage, so no 
incentive to go on welfare 
existed. “ He made $230 a 
week. We could make ends 
meet just fine on that and 
even had a little left over 
to go out every now and 
then,” she said 
Other welfare mothers 
say money won’t cure their 
marriages. 
Says welfare m other 
Pamela, who asked that 
her last name not be used:

C arter’s “program for 
Better Jobs and Income” 
would put 2 
million poor 
people to work in 1.4- 
million public service jobs, 
either full or part time. 
Federal welfare money 
would pay the salaries. 
But the political opposi­ 
tion and built-in pitfalls 
threaten chances for suc­ 
cess as the program begins 
its j o u r n e y t h r o u g h 
Congress.

C a r t e r ’s plan would 
require an estimated seven 
million people who are 
eligible for welfare to 
work Some will find low- 
paying. nongovernm ent 
jobs and will receive in­ 
come aid from the govern­ 
ment.

“I wouldn’t want my hus­ 
band back if we got more 
money on welfare as a 
whole family. My home is 
more stable without him 
here. I feel much better 
without him.” 
The present welfare 
system “doesn’t appear to 
have an effect on family 
disruption,” says Maurice 
MacDonald of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin In­ 
stitute for Research on 
Poverty. 
He says the incentive to 
split up exists, but that it 
doesn't seem to motivate 
many people. 
Blanche Bernstein, 
deputy commissioner of in­ 
come maintenance in the 
New York State Depart­ 
ment of Social Services, in­ 
terviewed 500 welfare 
mothers in a 1975 study she 
prepared at the New 
School 
for 
Social 
Research. She found 12 per 
cent of those whose with 
broken families said their 
marriages 
common-law 
relationships broke up 
because of “husband's in­ 
adequate earning capacity 
or financial irrespons 
ility.” The remaining 
family breaks were caused 
by drugs, alcohol, ex­ 


tra m a rita l 
affairs, 
physical and psychological 
abuse 
She said many welfare 
families need more than 
financial aid. 
“They’ve been marked 
by traumatic experiences, 
but we re not looking at 
these families to figure out 
how we can help, 
she 
said. 
“We do nothing to help 
youngsters with their 
schooling, 
dropout 
problems or drugs Also, 
there is a group of fami­ 
lies who come into the 
welfare system as intact 
families,” she said 
“Every month, those fam­ 
ilies split up. No one was 
there to see what to do to 
prevent the split. That s 
the kind of service I would 
give. The Carter package 
doesn’t deal with this at 
all.” 
The Carter plan proposes 
cash assistance and jobs 
for intact families, but 
“doesn t even look at the 
question of services,” says 
John Dempsey, director of 


“We think of problems of 
battered spouses, money 
management assistance, 
he says. ‘We’re spending 
well over $2 million on ser­ 
vices. We think the federal 
government should expand 
its participation.' 
Isabel Sawhill of the 
Urban 
Institute 
in 
Washington, author of a 
1975 study on the growth of 
families headed by women, 
found no hard evidence 
that the current system 
causes families to break 
upShe and others do say 
welfare may increase the 
tendency toward in­ 
stability by providing 
women and children with a 
source of income other 
than a husband’s earnings. 
This would remain true un­ 
der the Carter plan. 
Even so she and others 
say that sometimes it 
could be better for the 
children if bad marriages 
break up. 
“We know that family 


stability is associated with 
low income and with 
parental conflict and that 
both of these are generally 
poor environments for 
children,” she says 
Carter’s package would 
provide 1.4 million public 
job positions and job train­ 
ing. which social workers 
say might help the self­ 
esteem of some welare 
families, especially those 
with small children. This 
could ease the tensions of 
poverty that researchers 
blame for tearing families 
apart 
“ The kids are often 
embarrassed when the 
other kids at school ask 
them what I do,” said one 
welfare mother of five, 
who asked not to be iden­ 
tified. 
“It's really worse on the 
kids,” adds another 
welfare mother, Pamela 
“They’re not dressed as 
well as other kids in school 
whose parents work. But 
my kids don’t know what 
money is anyway. F°°^ 
stamps to them is money 


a month. Even Labor 
Department experts say 
that might not have much 
impact. 
Carter did not propose 
tax credits for companies 
that hire welfare workers. 
A credit now exists under 
the Work Incentive 
Program and Senate 
Finance Chairman Russell 
Long probably will want to 
retain it. 
The welfare work force 
will be working at a wide 
variety of low-skill jobs 
such as cleaning up public 
parks, emptying hospital 
bedpans and tending day­ 
care centers.

Claim management deteriorating each year 
Postal employee groups ask Carter 
to seek more control over service

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— Groups representing 
postal employes, saying 
management of the 
m ail 
system 
is 
deteriorating each year, 
are asking President 
Carter to seek greater 
control over the Postal 
Service. 
The seven organiza­ 
tions, representing 
supervisory employes 
as well as unionized 
workers, say postal 
management is cur- 


tailing services and in 
some cases letting 
private businesses take 
over functions formerly 
provided by the govern­ 
ment. 
The groups made 
their appeal this week in 
an Oval Office meeting 
with Carter. But the 
President made no 
promises, leaders of the 
employe groups said 
afterward. 
“ He said he would 
devote attention in the 


next several days to the 
problems of the Postal 
Service,” said Emmett 
Andrews, president of 
the American Postal 
Workers Union. 
A statement released 
by the groups said the 
postmaster general 
should be appointed by 
the president “to assure 
greater 
accounta­ 
bility.” 
The 
postm aster 
general now is ap­ 
pointed by the govern­ 


ing board of the Postal 
Service, whose mem­ 
bers in turn are named 
by the president. Since 
the governors are ap­ 
pointed to nine-year 
terms, a president has 
little opportunity to con­ 
trol postal policy. 
“ Within the next 
decade, if action is not 
forthcoming, the Postal 
Service would be left 
with economic and 
social options which 
would be limited to the 


delivery 
of 
non- 
profitable mail to 
remote areas, agricul­ 
tural produces and 
large, 
hard-to-handle 
packages,” the critics 
said. 
The administration 
has several times post­ 
poned testifying on 
legislation that would 
give the president the 
power to appoint the 
postmaster general and 
would increase postal 
appropriations. 


Seattle's street 
sleepers prepare 
for added misery 


SEATTLE (AP) — Their beds are made with cardboard 
sheets and concrete pillows. The more determined ones 
drag rusty springs and mildewed mattresses under an 
abutment or a clump of bushes. 
They are the transients — the bums — who live near- 
downtown Seattle’s elevated highways, under bridges, in 
alleys and open doorways. 
There are bags and rags and bottles and heaps of 
clothing — and then the pairs of feet, protruding from 
doorways and boles in hillsides. 
Around the city, along the waterfront and Skid Road, 
there are dozens of feet. 
Under bushes in parks, behind walls, atop ledges, in all 
the places a man could comfortably lie down or sit prop­ 
ped up, there are either the trappings of the street 
campers, or the men themselves. 
Their lot — never an easy one — is made even tougher 
with the onset of winter. 


“In the summer, it’s not so bad. because the weather is 
not so bad. But here come the rains now, and then the 
cold, and then the misery,’’ says the Rev. Wes Durland, 
director of the First Avenue Service Center. 
“One of the big problems down here now is that it has 
suddenly gotten dangerous to sleep out. We’ve had 
repeated cases of men being beaten, by bums with wine 
bottles as well as by people, thugs, who come along in 
cars,” he said. 
“That's why so many of them, dozens at a time, are 
cuddling up together down at Western and Battery under 
the viaduct — for protection.” 
Not all of them are winos or unable to get jobs. 
The young couple sleeping on a hillside under the 
Alaskan Way Viaduct were different. They had $1,000 in 
cash, a 4-month-old baby, and they lived under the via­ 
duct for two months. 
“The woman was still breastfeeding the baby,” said 


Bill Bell, a volunteer worker 
“I was down there one day, having a spot of wine, and 
they just put this money out there — 50 $20 bills. The man. 
named Glen, said, ‘Take what you need.’ 
“Well, I need the money. But I couldn't take theirs, 
with the baby and all,” said Bell. “They said, ‘We don't 
need it. We’re God s children. The Lord will provide.' 
“I think they left last week,” Bell said. “Man, I couldn’t 
figure that one.” 
“A few years ago. I spent a few nights under the stars," 
said Jay Wagner, also a volunteer at the center. “There's 
some freedom to it. Some won’t take a bed even if you 
paid them to sleep in it. 
“But mostly these are desperate people, broke, drunk 
or with no place to go,” said Wagner. 
“You don’t really hear about them until winter. They'll 
be out here every night, and eventually one of them will 
freeze to deaths and then you'll hear about it."

La Verne, by virtue of

n u m b e r 
of 
returnees. 
• However coach Roland 
Ortmayer has a hole to fill 
this year that presents a 
m ajor problem to La 
Verne football. For the 
first time in two years, 
Ortmayer will open the 
season without a proven 
quarterback 
Claremont-Mudd has so 
many new players, nearly 
two-thirds of the squad is 
new, that John Zinda says 
it will take three games to 
sort things out. 
Pom ona-Pitzer 
once 
again has the fewest 
players (34), but coach 
Wait Ambord is basing his 
hopes of improvement on 
having a larger number of 
quality players 
La Verne's major loss 
through graduation was 
three-year starter Randy 
Brown. 
“ Our biggest single 
problem will be getting the 
quarterb ack 
situation 
resolved,” said Ortmayer 
"Right now Dave Maloof 
(senior from San Dimas) is 
in front of two other can­ 
didates for the job.” 
The other two, both 
freshmen, are Mark Beaty 
from Workman High and 
Pat Wade from Burbank 


In the La Verne offense, 
the quarterback position is 
extrem ely difficult to 
master. 
“Our offense is a com­ 
bination of putting several 
kinds of principal patterns 
together,” explained Ort­ 
mayer. 
“ For example, we have 
blocking p attern s for 
linemen and offensive pat­ 
terns for the backfield. In a 
game we simply put those 
two together. 
“ The q u a r t e r b a c k 
describes the play in the 
huddle and indicates when 
the snap will come.” 
Since the Leopards have 
no playbook. the signal 
caller has to “create” each 
play in the huddle. It's easy 
to understand why develop­ 
ing a quarterback in the La 
Verne system usually 
takes anywhere from three 
games to a full season. 
Maloof, a slot back last 
year, was a quarterback at 
San Dimas High and for his 
first two years at La 
Verne. 
He was moved to slot- 
back in order to give him 
more playing time and thus 
gain game experience 
R e t u r n i n g 
to 
t he 
Leopards' backfield are 
running backs Brad Frick 
and Ben Morrow Frick, a 
sophomore last year, made 
both the All-SCIAC and All- 
District III first teams 
Frick gained a total of 
1,012 yards and averaged 
5.4 yards per carry 
Morrow, a second-team 
SCIAC selection, is carry­ 
ing 240 pounds on his 5-11 
frame. But Ortmayer say* 
he will run him enough to

a ranking of No. 2 in the na­ 
tion on both wire service 
polls.

Powell, Vince Evans and 
Donni e H i c k m a n to 
graduation at the end of the 
year. 
Second-year head coach 
John Robinson believes the 
key to the Trojans' 1977 
success depends on their 
replacements, 
especially 
on defense. 
“The key to our team is 
the improvement of our 
defense,” he says. “The of­ 
fense has the potential to 
be outstanding 
“ Putting together a 
cohesive defense is an ear­ 
ly problem for us,” the 
coach continues. “ And

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ClF playoffs restructured, 
league memberships altered 
A completely revamped playoff system and massive 
releaguing over a two-year period are two of the major in­ 
gredients in the changing local prep football scene. 
Beginning with this season, the sprawling CIF Southern 
Section has.been divided into eight regional conferences 
(plus the eight-man division) for football playoffs rather 
than the familiar 4A, 3A, 2A and 1A classifications. 
Objectives of the new system, according to CIF com­ 
missioner Tom Byrnes, include (1) giving more teams a 
chance for postseason play; (2) stimulating interest in 
playoff games by making pairings more regional and (3) 
decreasing the length of the season one week for teams 
that reach the CIF finals. 
The main objection to the new structure, voiced by 
some coaches and fans, is that championships will not 
mean as much since there will be eight of them instead of 
four Many observers feel that there should be a ’‘final” 
playoff, between conference winners, to determine the 
“ real” CIF champion. But the CIF’s position is that such 
a final game would defeat the primary purposes of the 
new plan. 
At any rate, one of the most interesting facets of the 
new playoff format from the local standpoint is that the 
San Antonio and Hacienda leagues will be members of the 
same playoff grouping, the Southeastern Conference. 
The Southeastern Conference will also embrace the 
Montview, San Andreas and Desert Valleys leagues. The 
SAL was a 3A league last year and the other four were 2A 
loops. 
— 
Under the new system, 16 teams will be in the playoffs 
of each conference. That means that each league will be 
guaranteed at least three playoff berths, and one league 
from each conference will get a fourth spot. There will 
doubtless be a number of teams with losing overall 
records in the playoffs. 
Chaffey High and the rest of the Citrus Belt League 
schools are now members of the Big Five Conference, the 
most prestigious of the new groupings, which includes the 
tough Sierra, Angelus, Del Rey and Sunset leagues. 
Ontario Christian (Olympic League) and Webb and La 
Verne (both Arrowhead League members) are in the 
Desert-Mountain Conference while American Christian 
and Calvary Baptist (both Christian League schools) are 
still in the Eight-man Confernce. 
Chaffey, Webb, Lutheran, American Christian and 
Calvary Baptist all find themselves in slightly different 
league alignments this season and next year both the San 
Antonio and Hacienda leagues will be changed, if a

The Citrus Belt League, of which Chaffey is a member, 
expands from six to eight teams this year with the addi­ 
tion of Corona and San Bernardino to the loop.

The Arrowhead League has gone the other route, 
becoming a six-member circuit instead of nine.
